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Introduction 


Welcome to The Gun Digest? Book of Tactical Gear. 

Without a doubt, tactical gear is the fastest-growing segment of the sporting goods market. 
But is it entirely accurate to call tactical gear a subset of sporting goods? Perhaps not. 

Within what we might call the sporting goods market, tactical gear has traditionally been con- 
sidered a red-haired stepchild; to mix metaphors, neither fish nor fowl. For years, tactical gear 
manufacturers were not allowed to exhibit their goods at the nation’s largest shooting-oriented 
trade show, the Shooting, Hunting & Outdoor Trades (SHOT) Show. This has changed in recent 
years — changed so much, in fact, that tactical gear is now probably the single largest segment 
of the SHOT Show. 

What contributed to this dramatic reversal? Without a doubt, the largest single contributing 
factor was the 9/11 attacks. On that cold, clear morning, America’s awareness of tactical mat- 
ters reached a new peak, one from which it has not even begun to retreat. With the subsequent 
founding of the Department of Homeland Security, and the grant money it distributed to law 
enforcement agencies large and small across the country, tactical was suddenly “in.” This trend 
was reinforced even further by our military involvement in Iraq and Afghanistan, where the divid- 
ing line between "tactical" and "military" became blurred. 

It's a truism in the outdoors industry that where the government and armed services go, the 
civilian market soon follows. In the firearms industry, for example, AR-15 style rifles became 
fashionable, even for purely sporting purposes. Tactical knives and optics experienced a huge 
surge in popularity, even among those who themselves never got closer to actual tactical situa- 
tions than the nightly news broadcast. 

Another truism of the outdoors industry, however, is that equipment manufacturers are no 
dummies, and they were quick to realize that most tactical gear is of a *crossover" nature that 
gives it legitimate sporting or civilian application. To cite a humble example, there is actually 
such a thing as tactical underwear. It wicks body moisture and provides comfort at extremely 
high and extremely low ambient temperatures. A police sniper would no doubt appreciate these 
qualities, but then again so would the November deer hunter. Thus these "crossover" tactical 
products find homes among the military, law enforcement, and civilian communities. 

In this book, we have attempted to provide a sampling of the tactical gear that is available 
on today's market. We have not attempted to be complete because of the staggering amount 
of tactical products that are introduced literally every week. We have, however, provided man- 
ufacturer's suggested retail or street pricing where available, but please be aware that this in- 
formation is provided for comparison purposes only. Note also that the prices cited herein were 
accurate at the time the data was collected but might not stay that way. The tactical gear market 
is a very dynamic one. 

Note also that some of the items appearing in this book are not available for civilian sales, and 
for reasons that appear to us to be pretty good. Bulletproof body armor, for example, is generally 
not available for civilian purchase for reasons that we hope are apparent. 

If this book gives the reader a new awareness of the breadth of the tactical gear market, then 
it wil have succeeded in its purpose. Enjoy!

So, are we talking about knives that are used in 
support of military operations, or those that can be 
characterized as having the qualities of adroitness, 
ingenuity, or at least having features that would 
support such qualities? Possibly. Maybe. Sort of. 

| first heard the term some years ago and have 
given the matter considerable thought. Although in 
a pinch any knife can be used for anything (we’ve 
all seen broken tips, proof that sharp points don’t 
make for good screwdrivers) | would say that in 
general what we today consider a tactical knife dif- 
fers from ordinary knives in that it is designed to 
be used in extreme situations. For, say, wilderness 
survival or to rip through a locked fire door, or to 
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The Roman’s had... hmm no, still too far back. OK 
let’s start with the modern world, say, the early six- 
ties, a period that served as the foundation and 
testing ground for the concepts behind the tactical 
knives of today. 

The impetus for the development of the tactical 
knife concept came from the changing needs of 
the individual solider, particularly of the paratroop- 
er, who by the nature of his mission started work 
surrounded by the enemy, and especially the un- 
conventional soldier whose mission was to combat 
guerillas by in effect becoming a guerilla. This mis- 
sion required him to work in small units, in some 
cases alone, with no support from the “tail” that 
provides the necessities of life and battle to line 
soldiers. 

In both instances, the paratrooper and the un- 
conventional soldier, the knife was seen as a weap- 
on of last resort, a daily all purpose tool, and if 
totally cut off, a survival knife. In the past, infantry- 
men were in close contact with a long supply chain 


and war was fought according to "lines" of enemy 
or friendly occupation. That started to change in 
WWII, in small deadly and effective actions in the 
Pacific Theatre and in the European Theater. By 
Vietnam it was clear that unconventional warfare 
would be the most effective method of engaging a 
dispersed and elusive enemy. 

All this meant that we were going to rely on small 
unit warfare, and that individual soldier had a high- 
er likelihood of being separated from their units. In 
addition they would need to operate for extended 
periods in small groups with no support or contact 
with their supply chain. Therefore, the survival knife 
concept began to loom large. The idea behind the 
survival knife was that in one relatively compact 
tool/weapon, that could be carried at all times, the 
soldier would have a tool/weapon that would allow 
them to rip their way out of a downed helicopter, 
build shelters, make primitive (and silent) food get- 
ting tools, traps, bows, spears, etc, and serve as a 
silent emergency weapon. The knife had to be rea- 


sonably compact or it would not be carried; troops 
will discard anything that’s not useful. It had to have 
day-to-day utility for the same reason. Specialized 
edged weapons were seldom used and often dis- 
carded. It had to be sturdy. It had to be maintain- 
able under field conditions. 

The military supply chain gave little attention to 
knives for the troops; battles were not fought with 
edged weapons and hadn't been for over a century. 
This was true but failed to take into consideration 
the fact that individual soldiers are not as concerned 
about the big picture as they are their own survival. 
Every combat soldier can visualize a hand-to-hand 
fight to the death wherein an edged weapon might 
well save his or her life. The soldiers aren’t wrong to 
do so. Even in today’s high tech warfare with bat- 
teries for various electronic devices weighing down 
rucksacks, blades can and do save lives. 

Back then the Marines had their KaBar and the 
Army had bayonets. But the issue bayonets were 
of soft steel to withstand impact and virtually use- 
less as utility knives. A few soldiers got their hands 
on KaBars and that was fine as far as it went. But 
it didn’t go far enough for the needs of a new kind 
of solider. What was a paratrooper or an unconven- 
tional soldier to do? We bought our own knives. 

| was at Smoke Bomb Hill (the home of Special 
Forces, the Green Berets) in the early sixties when 
these requirements were being defined. | also 
served with the 82nd Airborne Division during the 
same period. In our group we bought virtually every 
commercial knife available. All fell short on one way 
or another. We learned that there was nothing be- 
ing currently manufactured commercially that met 
all of our needs in one package. Machetes were 
terrific tools for the tropics (awesomely destructive 
weapons also) but too large to carry at all times. 
The Scandinavian knives were good cutters but too 
weak to pry with and lacked hand guards, which are 
needed if the knife is to used as a weapon. 

The KaBar was a pretty good utility knife and not 
a bad weapon, but the ones we used bent easily 
and had a tendency to break at the tang-blade inter- 
section. Buck knives of that era were tempered very 
hard and would hold an edge. But they broke with 
very little sideways pressure. Gerber got a horse in 
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the race with its wasp waisted dagger, but that knife 
was modeled on the Sykes-Fairbarin dagger, a kill- 
ing knife but not a utility or survival knife and so it 
had few takers, except among those who were im- 
pressed by it’s looks. The general run of commercial 
hunting knives failed in one respect or another: they 
broke too easily, or didn’t take or hold a good edge, 
or the designs were for skinning with upswept trail- 
ing points, in some cases all of the above. 

During this period of relentless testing the Randall 
emerged as the knife. Randall knives were made in 
a semi-custom shop with a few highly skilled work- 
ers and operated by one man, W.D. “Bo” Randall. 
Randall’s knives had gained acclaim during WWII 
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and virtually every experienced NCO (Non-Com- 
missioned Officer, i.e., sergeant) at SBH carried a 
leather sheathed Randall on his pants belt, not his 
equipment harness, so that the knife would stay 
with him if he became separated from his gear, the 
idea being was that habits developed in training 
stay with you in your AO (Area of Operations). The 
Model 14, Attack, was the choice of many; with its 
seven and a half inch Bowie style blade of quarter 
inch tool steel, overall sturdy construction and well 
thought out design it was a knife user’s knife. So 
too was the Model 1, All Purpose Fighting Knife, a 
slimmer Bowie style blade with antecedents going 
back to World War Il. 

Both were used for making shelters, traps, 
bows, spears and other primitive weapons and 
tools, and in training for knife fighting and killing 
with the knife. In this combination of use they had 
no equals. The Model 14 was the stronger of the 
two, easily capable of slashing through helicop- 
ter skin or ripping a man sized hole completely 


through a barracks wall in under five minutes, as 
a certain fellow did one might after a sufficiency of 
whiskey and during a discussion of E&E (Escape & 
Evasion) methods. But we didn't manage to break 
a Model 1 either, and not for want of effort. 

The Randalls were unique in their day. The de- 
signs were almost perfect. Forged of tool steel 
and tempered fairly soft, they were virtually un- 
breakable. The soft temper required them to be 
sharpened more often than some of the knives 
with a harder temper, but that was no problem be- 
cause they were easy to sharpen, even under field 
conditions with a small stone. The Randalls hit 
the sweet spot, light enough to carry at all times 
in the AO, strong enough to withstand extreme 
use, capable of taking a razor edge, and highly 
functional as a utility knife or a killing weapon. 
We didn't call them tactical knives, never heard 
the term, but that's what they were. This nexus 
of need still today defines the fixed blade tactical 
knife of today. 


One thing that became crystal clear (clichés, af- 
ter all, have a reason for being) and remains true 
today: if a knife was not useful for everyday tasks 
it would be left behind. If it was too big or heavy it 
got left behind. Even then soldiers were burdened 
with massive amounts of ammunition, weapons, 
radios, personal items, sometimes amounting 
to over a hundred pounds Today’s soldiers even 
more so with all the electronics and batteries to 
run them. Sometimes | think our troops might be 
more effective if we could get the Pentagon plan- 
ners and contractors out of the game and let the 
guys in the field go back to a rifle, ammo, and 
a little food. And a good knife. Lighten their load 
and ease the mission. OK, sorry about the rant, 
back to tactical knives. 

At that time folding knives were also important, 
but were not seen as being mission critical as was 


the fixed blade embodied in the Randall. There | 


was an Army issue Shrade switchblade that had 
been in use since World War ll, but they were in 
short supply and no new requisitions were be- 
ing made. The Shrade had the virtue of opening 
with one hand, vital for a paratrooper entangled in 
his lines, equally so for countless other uses, but 
was not very strong and saw little use as a utility 
knife. 

| carried mine secured by a lanyard in my left 
flapped and buttoned shirt pocket, where | could 
reach it with either hand while rigged in full jump 
gear. | had also found the “Black Cat" folder, one 
of the first, if not the first, front locking lockbacks. 
Made by Linder in Germany, the Black Cat was in- 
expensive, had decent steel in the blade, and was 
very thin. With a little practice | could get it open 
with one hand. | had flat slip sheathes sewn into 
the tops of my Corcoran jump boots and carried 
one in each boot, reasoning that if | were to break 
one arm in, say, a bad tree landing | could reach 
the other one. Later on | did the same with my 
jungle boots. The Black Cats were so light as to 
be unnoticeable. Linder still makes the Black Cat 
and you can buy them for about twenty bucks, a 
bargain in today's world. 

With the Shrade | now had three small fold- 
ers, none of which weighed more than a couple 
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able and quick to hand so they could be deployed 
in an emergency where an operative might have 
to "cut and run." Some carried single edged razor 
blades for the same purpose, a trick learned from 
criminals. There were also some "sleeve daggers" 
and a variety of small edged weapons in use with 
certain civilian clandestine operatives, all of which 
could be deemed tactical. Personally, | never car- 
ried any such knives while in civilian service. A 
stag handled folder was something anyone might 
have in his pocket and thus aroused no suspicion 
with border guards and foreign custom agents. 
During that same period the Buck 110 was re- 
leased and with its sturdy construction and needle 
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sharp clip point became popular with about a mil- 
lion civilians and quite a few troopers in the 82nd. 
It never gained much of a following with Special 
Forces. SF soldiers work their blades hard, and 
the 110, at least the ones | worked with, still had 
the Buck flaw of being too brittle. And, for all its 
weight, it was not in practical use any stronger 
than the much lighter weight German lockbacks. 
Actually, the 110 was much too heavy to carry ina 
pants pocket, thus requiring a belt sheath, which 
then came into common usage across the country 
among military and civilians alike. But the folding 
knife in a belt sheath had no traction in my (ad- 
mittedly small) crowd. The reasoning was: if you’re 
going to have a belt sheath you might as well have 
a fixed blade which offered more utility by an order 
of magnitude. Also, in civilian service there were 
many reasons to not to be seen to have a knife and 
none to be so seen. 

And there the matter of tactical knives stood for 
about a decade. Fast forward to the late seven- 
ties. Al Mar, a former paratrooper and SF soldier 
and a brilliant knife designer, started his own com- 
pany. One of his first designs was called the Eagle, 
a handsome lockback, graceful, incredibly strong 
for its size and construction. Two of those replaced 
my stag handled lockbacks. Later | gave one away 
and the other just plain wore out after a decade of 
constant use. They were fine knives, and l'd love to 
have another of the out of production beauties, but 
essentially they were the same technology as the 
German lockbacks. 

In the early eighties AI Mar (he was the artist of 
knife design of his era) worked with Colonel James 
"Nick" Rowe to create the first purpose designed 
Survival Escape Rescue & Evasion folding knife. 
Colonel Rowe was, and is, famous in the SF com- 
munity, a true hero who survived five years of cap- 
tivity during the war in Vietnam, and who escaped 
his captors on his own and was later picked up by 
a rescue chopper. Colonel Rowe was looking for 
something smaller and more carryable than any 
fixed blade. The result of their collaboration was 
the SERE, a heavily constructed folder that was 
meant to serve the cut off or isolated solider as his 
last ditch and only tool/weapon. 


The SERE was a thing of beauty, as were all of 
Al's knives. In one of our conversations AI told me 
of his design education and how his artistic skills 
and vision were combined with his military experi- 
ence in each of his knives. Al's company, Al Mar 
knives continues, but Al passed on some years 
ago, still a young man, and still unsurpassed as 
a knife designer. While the SERE was a leap for- 
ward it did not break new ground technologically 
speaking. In some ways the most important thing 
the SERE accomplished was to ignite a revolution 
in thinking with one simple question: can a folder 
replace a fixed blade? That question and concept 
drove the development and design of an entirely 
new class of knives: the tactical folder. 

During the following decade folding knife de- 
sign exploded. Dozens of variations on the theme 
were tried; many were discarded. One that was 
not, the liner lock, was reintroduced and repur- 
posed by a custom knife maker, Michael Walker, 
and became a stand locking mechanism. Many 
believed the liner lock to be intrinsically stronger 
than the lockbacks. Others did not. The discus- 
sion continues today. 

| first met Sal Glesser, the founder and CEO of 
Spyderco, at a gun show where he showed me 
three of his innovations in one small knife: the 
pocket clip, the opening hole in the blade and the 
serrated edge, all of which have become stan- 
dards of the tactical folder. 

Much creative energy came together during this 
period. Unless my memory fails me Bob Terzuloa 
was the first to bring together some of these ele- 
ments in a folding knife that broke new ground. | 
bought one of Bob's first prototypes at a custom 
knife show, a titanium handled liner lock with a 
thumb stud and a blade of some high tech steel. 
It locked up more solidly than any folder | had ever 
seen. For the first time | thought that, maybe, the 
answer to the question, “Can a folder replace a 
fixed blade?" might be yes. 

The explosion of creative energy through the 
custom knife community quickly spread to knife 
manufacturers and is still expanding today. We 
now have the strongest, most innovative folding 
knives the world has yet seen. Tactical folders in 


some ways now define the tactical knife both for 
military and civilians. Folders are purchased twen- 
ty to one to fixed blades. This is understandable. 
Few civilians will carry a fixed blade in their daily 
rounds. Most military people also elect the folder. 
This is due to the nature of the conflict zone, cur- 
rent strategy and tactics, changes in logistics and 
communications, and to the fact that today’s fold- 
ers can stand in for many functions formerly lim- 
ited to fixed blades. 

Over the past decade or so | have used and 
tested dozens, perhaps hundreds of what we now 
call tactical folders. Often testing included use 
by my students, including some teenagers who 
could break a bowling ball in a padded room. | 
have provided survival training free of change 
to many young people who pursue outdoor rec- 
reation. Most of them are city kids who have no 
idea how quickly things can go wrong in the wil- 
derness. These kids have shown the value of the 
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tactical folder by a number of means. 

Influenced by fashion and social pressures as 
much as practicality, these kids totally refuse to 
carry a fixed blade while skiing, snowboarding, 
backpacking, white water rafting, hunting, fishing, 
or a dozen other outdoor activities that have the 
potential for disaster. They will, and do, carry a 
folder. With proper technique and training, anda 
good folder, these kids have built “One Hour Shel- 
ters” good enough to protect them, and me, from 
a winter storm in the Northwest. They’ve made 
rabbit sticks and fish traps and started fires with 
their folders and sparking rods. They have learned 
to survive and their tactical folders worked for 
them. 

A Marine | correspond with used a CRK&T M16 
folder to dispatch an enemy in the canals of Iraq. 
He said, "It was the only weapon | had and fast to 
get to.” | have heard similar stories from other cur- 
rently serving soldiers, Marines and covert opera- 
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tors. Their tactical folders work for them also. 

Below PII briefly comment of a few tactical fold- 
ers and fixed blades. This small selection is in no 
way a complete overview of tactical knives today. 
For that you’ll need to go to our sister publication, 
Knives Annual. 

To evaluate this small selection we chopped up 
some 2x4s, cut stacks of cardboard (which dulls 
knives very quickly) made a hobo stove and in gen- 
eral put them through their paces. Every knife in 
the photos performed like the champs they are. 


FOLDERS 
Chris Reeve upped the strength ante with his 


development of the frame lock, an integral com- 
ponent of one of today’s best known and highly 
regarded folders, the Sebenza. The Sebenza em- 
bodies minimalist industrial chic and is as mucha 
work of modern art as a functional knife. Nothing 
needs to be added. Nothing can be taken away. | 
get the feeling that Mr. Reeve read the story about 
Michelangelo who when asked how he visualized 


( a statue in a block of marble said that he just took 
| away everything that wasn't the statue. The Se- 


benza is nothing but knife, one of the best. 
Spyderco has kept to the forefront of the revo- 
lution they helped ignite. They have a number of 
excellent tactical designs, but the one that catches 
my fancy is their Military model. The Military is so 
slender it appears delicate. It is not. With its nested 
liner lock and attention to geometry the Military 
belies its appearance. I've loaned Militaries to my 
survival students and watched them baton their 
way through dozens of wrist thick saplings to make 


shelters with no damage to the knife. In some ways 


| think of the Military as today's Black Cat. Although 
the Military has a level of quality and strength | nev- 
er dreamed of with the Black Cat, it has a similar 
slim profile and is a featherweight, lending itself to 
effortless carry in boot tops and certain unlikely 
places. It's also black. 

Benchmade made its name with the Balisong, a 
high quality butterfly knife, something | saw quite a 
bit of when | was knocking around Southeast Asia 
and the Philippines. Les De Asis, the founder, es- 
tablished Benchmade as an industry leader, well 
know for innovation and quality. One of its new- 
er models, the Ruckus, employs their AXIS lock 
and good blade geometry to make an exception- 
ally strong and useful tactical folder. Benchmade's 
range includes many good tactical folders. 

The Zero Tolerance 0301 is not the knife with 
which to spread your Camembert at the wine tast- 
ing, unless shock and awe is your goal. The 0301 
has all the subtlety of an Abrams tank crashing 
through your wall, and much of the strength, rela- 
tive to folding knives. The other day | was at a film 
production company office and thought I'd have 
some fun. | took out the monster folder and said, 
"Hey guys check this out." As | did so | flicked the 


opener and the blade flashed open with an au- 
dible SNAP. One of the editors leaped out of her 
chair and shouted, “What the f*** is that?" You 
gotta love a knife that will produce that reaction in 
a seen-everything twenty-something blonde. The 
ZT also works. You could field-dress a Honda with 
it. Having field-dressed more than one Honda, and 
Subaru, in the pursuit of knife knowledge | know 
whereof | write. ZT has fielded a full range of fold- 
ers and fixed blades all with the same conscious- 
ness and high degree of utility. 

Columbia River Knife & Tool produces some of 
the best values in tactical folders today. Their M16, 
designed by former paratrooper Kit Carson (yes, 
that’s his real name) is famous among the troops 
and is one of the most popular knives sold at the 
PX, and for good reason. Well designed and well 
executed, this model was the one used by the Ma- 
rine | wrote of above. 

Lone Wolf makes some excellent tactical fold- 
ers. Unfortunately, the new models did not arrive 
in time for photos but I’m sure they have the same 
level of quality that last year’s models did. One of 
my correspondents (a young Ranger newly home 
from the war) used his Lone Wolf to pry open file 
drawers in search of info on weapons of mass de- 
struction. He did so because he didn’t have a pry 
bar at the time and he was under fire from Jihadis 
in the next building. His unit had to get the files and 
get out before being overrun, which they did. The 
Lone Wolf suffered no damage. He still carries it to- 
day. (As a footnote, the files revealed much about 
Iraqi army field rations but nothing about WMD.) 

Victornox, the world famous maker of Swiss 
Army Knives, now makes a number of models with 
locking blades, some of them with one handed 
openers, thereby qualifying them as tactical. While 
built too lightly for extreme use their newer models 
are in the pockets of almost every survival teacher 
| know, which is about the best recommendation | 
can offer. The photos show their new Rescue Tool 
complete with glass breaker and seat belt cut- 
ter, which cuts through seat belt webbing like it’s 
thread. 

What about today’s fixed blades? Has the folder 
entirely replaced them? No. 
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However undeniable the virtue of today’s folders, 
the very thing that makes them convenient to carry 
is also their greatest weakness: they fold. No folder 
can be made as strong as a fixed blade. It’s a mat- 
ter of physics. No matter how strong today’s locks, 
and some of them are extremely strong, none can 
match the strength of a straight slab of well-tem- 
pered steel. Fixed blades can pry open doors and 
rip through materials that would cause the stron- 
gest folders to fold. 

While all this development has been going on 
with folders fixed blades have also developed, not 
so much in basic design concepts as in formula- 
tions of steel and refinements of proven designs. 
In folders it’s a different order of reality, as if the 
mothership landed and emissaries from another 
planet said,” You need new folding knives.” In fixed 
blades the changes have been evolutionary rather 
than revolutionary 

Boker’s Chad los Banos line is designed with 
defense in mind, but the little fixed blade did well 
being batoned through lumber and cutting its way 
through a couple of cans to make a hobo stove. 
As a defense blade, | like it. The handle is comfort- 
able and snugs tight and secure in your hand. The 
recurved blade gets a lot of edge into not much 
room. 

Chris Reeve makes bulletproof hollow handled 
fixed blades in a range from very large to fairly pe- 
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tite. He also makes the official knife awarded to 
those who graduate today’s Q Course at the Spe- 
cial Warfare Center. It’s known to the U.S. Army 
Special Forces as “The Yarborough” and to every- 
one else as “The Green Beret Knife.” It is a no-non- 
sense, hardworking tool, designed by renowned 
knife maker and designer Bill Harsey, with function 
and manufacturing input from Chris Reeve. 

Columbia River Knife & Tool also make good 
solid fixed blades at a price our guys in uniform 
can afford. Take a look at the photos to see their 
Dragon model in action. CRKT is also now making 
the Sting, a model designed by A.G. Russell some 
years ago, and named for Frodo’s famous blade. 
The Sting is a dandy little dagger and comes witha 
forearm sheath secured with Velcro. 

Fallkniven makes some of the best factory made 
survival knives now extant. | haven’t seen a new 
model Fallkniven in some years, but for this article | 
dug out an old F1 from the bottom of my knife bag. 
The F1 is billed as a survival knife and fits the bill 
quite well; today we used it to make a hobo stove 
and batoned it though a pile of lumber. Yep. It’s 
still good to go. Other makers could benefit from 
following Fallkniven’s lead: clean design, convex 
grind, nothing to stop the knife getting through a 
cut. 

Spyderco has quite a few fixed blades that fit into 
the tactical category; all of them are good knives, 
especially including the old Morans. But my favor- 
ite is the Fred Perrin, a small knife designed by the 
well-known French designer, martial artist and vet- 
eran of Special Operations: good flat grind, clean 
design, excellent quality. 

The Perrin is almost the perfect covert opera- 
tives fixed blade: functional and efficient for every- 
day use, strong enough to punch through a plas- 
ter wall (I tried it) with no damage, light enough to 
carry anywhere - tucked in a sock, up a sleeve, on 
a cord around the neck, even in a pocket, and with 
the ability to take, and hold, an edge that will cut 
through denim like gauze. 

Also, of critical importance, it is not black, which 
is a major plus. It is disarmingly pretty, which is a 
Good Thing. A fierce looking black knife with teeth 
and barbs will not get a cutting job done any better 


than a nicely finished knife such as the Perrin, and 
those teeth will likely hang up on clothing. What 
your black knife will do is attract the alarmed atten- 
tion of anyone who sees it: passersby, customs of- 
ficials, cops, dog walkers and bad guys. The Perrin 
looks like a polite picnic knife you can use to slice 
your baguette and spread your Brie without anyone 
raising an eyebrow. It will also do whatever needs 
to be done to help you escape those bad guys, or 
otherwise deal with them according to your mis- 
sion and disposition. 

Zero Tolerance fixed blades are solid, sophisti- 
cated designs, well made of high tech steel. The 
0100 is quite swoopy in appearance. Its reverse 
curved blade cuts soft materials quite well but the 
thick bevels tend to hang up in wood. Still, it will 
do the job. The ZT 0121 is a sturdy bulldog of a 
fixed blade, with a very well shaped handle and the 
ability to pry open a locked steel gate, couldn’t re- 
sist trying it, worked fine, no damage - to the knife. 
There's a nasty little hook at the choil. According 
to the factory literature it's a cord cutter designed 
to rip through 550-cord or wire insulation. What | 
know for sure is that it will rip through any loose 
clothing in its area, and the heel of your hand if 
you use a reverse grip. That said | like the handle 
design very much. Many knife designers seem to 
have the notion that longer is 
always is better in handles. But 
not so. If ZT ever decides to get 
rid of that wire/hand ripper and 
smooth out the design a little 
they will have a terrific covert 
knife, one handy enough for 
the civilian operative and strong 
enough to punch through walls 
and so fourth. 

Clearly the new folders are an 
improvement over the old. How 
do the old fixed blade standards Е 
stack up against the newer de- 
signs, most of which utilize high 
tech steel and heat treat? 

Well, if you look at the ac- 
companying photos you'll see a 
rather plain looking fixed blade 
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with a wooden handle, nothing much new in the 
design, which is a variation on a very old design. 
The steel was taken from an industrial saw blade 
used for timber cutting, and then forged and tem- 
pered by Master Bladesmith Wayne Goddard, who 
has taught me more about sharp than anyone l've 
ever known. The genius is in the execution of the 
entire package: heat treat, convex grind, the sub- 
tlety of the curved blade. 

This simple blade has outperformed every fixed 
blade that has been measured against it since | 
first got the knife in 1992. With proper technique 
it will slash though a three-inch standing sapling 
in two strokes. It slices meat like the best butcher 
knife, cuts through denim and rope like they were 
paper and will slice through a falling silk scarf when 
the edge is tuned up a little. It stays sharp for a 
looooong time and is easy to sharpen when the 
time comes. l've bent the blade to thirty degrees 
and it sprang back to true with no deformation. It 
cuts everything with ease. Isn't that a knife's pri- 
mary purpose, to cut things? Around camp when 
there's job of tough cutting to do everyone who 
has once used it asks me for the loan of "Wayne's 
Knife." 

In all fairness l'm writing about a custom knife 
made by one of the most respected Master Bla-

desmiths in the country today. It’s not really fair to 
compare this kind of knife to a factory knife. | do so 
only to point out two things: there’s little that’s new 
under the sun in the design of fixed blades, and 
that there are today many smiths capable of mak- 
ing such a knife, and often at a cost similar to the 
best factory knives. 

Gary Randall has taken over for his father, W.D. 
“Bo” Randall, and is carrying on the traditions. Un- 
fortunately, Randall knives have become collector’s 
knives today and are much prized by devotees of 
various cargo cults, which makes them hard to 
come by. | guess it’s understandable, given all the 
mojo the Randall name conjures up. Collector’s ma- 
nia aside, Randalls are still made with good honest 
tool steel to time proven designs by men who care 
about their work and take pride in producing one of 
the most famous knives in the world. And they still 
work as well as they did forty years ago when | was 
a skinny kid at SBH. 

A few years ago my middle son went off to a very 
advanced three month long survival school where 
he had to make his own shelter on arrival and 
had nothing to eat he didn’t kill, catch, dig up or 
scrounge, except for a small sack of cornmeal and 
a few ounces of nuts given to him the first day. No 
guns allowed, not even when Brother Bear comes 
snooping around at night. He lost a few pounds but 
learned to kill, cook and eat everything from deer to 


tadpoles, cattails, possums and grubs. The gradu- 
ation exercise was a weeklong float trip down the 
Green River - without the luxury of a canoe or a raft 
or a boat of any kind. My son tells me he became 
quite fond of his log during that week, and of the 
fish he caught on the line he trailed behind his log. 

My 17-year-old son departed for this survival 
school with a leather hunting pouch over his shoul- 
der containing some line and hooks, snare wire, 
flint and steel, a flat 3x5 inch aluminum box to be 
used as a cook pot and a few other odds and ends. 
The day before he left | gave him an old Randall 
Model One that | had modified and that the Randall 
shop had refurbished for me. That might give you 
some idea of how | feel about Randalls. If you buy a 
Randall, then for the sake of all the men who have 
carried them in harm’s way, don’t behave like a 
squirrel gathering nuts for the winter. Use the knife. 
Don’t let it lay around gathering dust. Good knives 
want to be used. Failing to do so might cause them 
to get irritable and bite you the next time you pick 
them up. 

Yeah, the old fixed blades are, in my not-so- 
humble opinion, as good as the new ones, but not 
the folders. Never would the old folders have done 
half what the new ones can do. The revolution in 
folders is a Good Thing because there are much 
betters odds that a person will have a folder than 
a fixed blade when fate come knocking. 

There are dozens of other makers, both custom 
and factory, | haven’t been able to mention due to 
lack of space, all worthy of mention. Bud Nealy, 
for example, makes terrific small fixed blades that 
meet every definition of tactical. We hammered 
one of his pretty little knives though the roof of a 
Honda and batoned it with a Maglight, cutting a 
hole you could crawl through with no blade dam- 
age whatever. And then there's... | could go one 
for another few hundred pages, but | have to stop 
now. 

| have been privileged to witness the develop- 
ment of tactical knives over the past forty years. 
Many good men have come and gone during that 
time and this brief article doesn't begin to tell the 
whole story. There's a book here waiting to be writ-

MAK 1 Knife and Extrik 8 R System: 
Realistic Tools for the SWAT Mission

Boy do | hate reality checks! You've got a perfectly 
good fantasy about something going then WHAM! 
Someone dumps a reality check on you and then 
that perfectly good fantasy is ruined. | remember 
my very first law enforcement reality check. | was 
seated in my first police academy class in (I hate 
to admit it) 1980, and one of my favorite, highly 
respected instructors, a Vietnam combat veteran, 
was explaining actions to be taken when off duty. 
Pumped with excitement, | raptly listened, antici- 
pating how | was told | would be jumping into the 
middle of the armed robbery we were discussing 
with my 5 shot .38 in hand and save the day. The 
fantasy was in high gear when the aforementioned 
WHAM! was delivered. The Sergeant said that of- 
ten our best action was to stay outside and be a 


good witness while trying to get someone to call 
for assistance from a payphone (uh, no cell phones 
in 1980). | was crushed as the bubble burst around 
me. Then something happened, a couple of hours, 
maybe days later | realized that the Sergeant was 
right (which is why | respected him in the first place) 
and that being a good witness WAS indeed the best 
course of action to take in that situation where no 
ones life was in immediate danger. Since that time 
| have probably broken just as many bubbles in the 
academy classes that | teach when the same topic 
comes up. 

| say all that because | may be bursting some 
bubbles when | announce that | have found what 
| think to be the best SWAT knife ever designed 
(and it didn’t start out as a SWAT knife), the Co- 
lumbia River Knife and Tool MAK- 
1 (Multiple Access Knife) and Ex- 
trik-8-R Tool system. Before | talk 
about the knife let me go ahead 
burst this particular bubble. Ev- 
eryone take a deep breath be- 
cause here we go. What is the 
mission of the SWAT fixed-blade 
knife for American Law Enforce- 


МАК-1 with sheath and Extrik- 
8-R. The sheath needs improve- 
ment, and paracord should be 
black, but the orange cord on 
the Extrik-8-R tucks into the 
pouch. 
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ment? Is it to allow us to silently eliminate posted 
sentries by cutting their throats for a quick bleed 
out? Is it to serve as a last-ditch weapon when our 
M4’s and pistols both fail in extended firing, allow- 
ing us to continue the fight and to engage the ter- 
rorist hordes at bad-breath distance-or better yet 
knife-throwing distance? If you answered “yes” to 
either of the last two questions, you may be think- 
ing of the military-type combat knife or current-is- 
sue bayonets for the M-4 weapon system, and you 
would be thinking wrong. So go ahead, recover 
and read on. 

A SWAT knife is or should be a rescue tool, one 
designed to cut, to pry, to help force entry, to break 
out glass, to disable equipment that poses a haz- 
ard to us or others. | am embarrassed to say that 
it took a firefighter (James McGowan of Toronto, 
Canada) to figure out our mission for us, because 
he designed the knife as a firefighter rescue tool, 
but CRKT is discovering that the same tool has 
SWAT applications perhaps beyond the initial fire/ 
rescue applications originally envisioned. 

Well, all this sounds great, but where is that bub- 
ble bursting WHAM! thing? Here it is, the MAK-1 
does not have a pointy end, rather, it comes with 


a chisel wedge tip that is not as sharp as the 
blade’s cutting surface. That’s the first thing that 
makes this blade distinctively different. The 3Cr13 
stainless steel blade is designed to do one of the 
things we use our fixed and folding blades for the 
most, to pry stuff open, like windows, doors etc. 
And when we do those things with our standard 
blades, what happens? We break the tip because 
we are using a fighting knife to do hand tool work, 
not the killing or even animal skinning work that it 
was designed for. And now reality sets in. How of- 
ten do you really need that tip on your fixed blade 
for a SWAT mission? With the MAK-1, if you do 
need a pointy end, the top edge of the blade ends 
in a 90 degree point as it meets the front edge of 
the chisel. That front edge could be sharpened in 
to a more significant cutting surface while still be- 
ing useful for prying. 

Speaking of prying, the next quality of the MAK- 
1, one which makes it ideal for this task is the 
thickness of the blade, which for most is the sec- 
ond thing you notice after the chisel tip. The blade 
thickness from the spine of the knife to where the 
bevels for the cutting or prying surfaces begin is 
almost Ж inch. By comparison, the Smith & Wes-

son Search and Rescue Knife, a takeoff on the 
original Ka-Bar WWII design measures 1/8 th of 
an inch think and it is a pretty stout knife. 

As we move down the MAK-1 we see that there 
is a rounded ridge finger choil at the bottom of the 
blade and a rounded ridge surface on the spine. 
There is no hilt-type guard. These areas allow for 
different hand positioning on the grip depending 
on the task you are performing. The cutting edge 
is plain, not serrated, for easy sharpening and 
measures 3 inches in length, while the overall 
blade length is 5 inches. In contrast the Smith 
& Wesson SAR knife has a 6-inch blade. 

At the far end of the knife, beyond the 
grooved G10 grip scales (which have large 
screws holding them in place to allow for 
easy removal of the scales for clean- 
ing the blade surface) is the uniquely 
shaped pommel end. This end is 
notched to allow for use as a 
wrench to undo automotive bat- 
tery cables (firefighter thing) or to 
put over the top of a partially open au- 
tomobile side window, and with a push, 
break the window (firefighter or police thing). 
Break car windows, you say? To really facilitate 
that there is a carbide window breaker tip at the 
end that might come in very handy on a hostage 
rescue or a suspect that has barricaded himself in 
a Car, or when rescuing someone actually trapped 
in а car. Completing the MAK-1 is a lanyard hole 
at the end wherein there WAS a rescue orange 
paracord lanyard that was removed before car- 
rying the MAK-1 for SWAT duty. The rescue mis- 
sion is so enhanced by this knife system that the 
Columbus Police Department Rescue Dive Team 
ordered MAK-1’s as soon as they saw them. The 
team views the knife as much more useful than the 
standard dive knives that they were using, even 
though the MAK-1 wasn’t originally designed as a 
diving knife. 

Let me tell you that if you accept what the mis- 
sion of the fixed blade SWAT knife really is, this is 
just the tool for the job! But there is more. 

| mentioned the Extrik-8-R tool. The Extrik-8-R 
is a stainless steel unit that serves primarily as a

safety seat 
belt cutter. 

It has a sharp, 
recessed curved 

cutting surface 
that makes it darn 
near impossible to 
injure those being res- 
cued, something entirely 
possible when the tension 
is high and time is tight and 
you are using a standard cut- 
ting blade. The Extrik-8-R com- 
pletes the tool kit by also having 
an emergency Phillips screwdriver tip on one end 
(flat and angled inward to fit a variety of sizes) and 
a flat blade tip at the lanyard end. It also has a built 
in wrench for turning standard oxygen bottles off 
and on. The Extrik-8-R conceals neatly in a pocket 
on the front of the Cordura nylon sheath supplied 
with the MAK-1. The MAK-1 can be purchased 
without the Extrik-8-R, but | would recommend 
having both. 

The 727 Counter Terror Training Unit at Colum- 
bus State has adopted the MAK-1 and Extrik-8- 
R as its standard rescue knife and tool. We felt it 
was ideal to fulfill mission requirements that SWAT 
teams might encounter while assaulting buses, 
trains and aircraft, needing to gain access without 
having room for cumbersome breaching equip- 
ment. This is especially true because the areas 
where a tool like the MAK-1 might be needed tend 
to be relatively thin-skinned. Also having a tool

with an oxygen wrench on it seemed like a handy 
thing to have around aircraft oxygen bottles, and 
the window punch would certainly be helpful on 
bus or automobile assaults. 

Is there anything | would change about the MAK- 
1? Yes a few things that have been mentioned to 
CRKT. First, | think the sheath should be upgraded 
to Kydex from nylon and be MOLLE capable, with 
extensions for thigh carry. Second, there needs to 
be a protective cap on the carbide tip as it is pos- 
sible to get poked with it on a standard belt carry 
position (not badly poked mind you, just enough 
to notice, and only when seated) unless you get a 
leg-drop extender. Third, for SWAT use, the blade 
could be black coated, (although I will use mine as 
is), and finally for the SWAT version, include black 
paracord. Other versions could be done in Desert

or OD (I am sure these will come down the pike), 
with maybe orange G3 handles for the rescue and 
dive version. If dropped while diving, that would 
make it a lot easier to find. 

The MAK-1 is, in my opinion, one of the greatest 
LE knives to hit the market in a long time, although 
it wasn’t aimed at the tactical market initially. It 
also shows that we can take some lessons from 
our brothers and sisters in the fire/rescue services 
since our missions really do overlap. Will the MAK- 
1 replace my Smith and Wesson for Tactical use? 
Yes, it already has. But the Smith and Wesson still 
makes an outstanding outdoors survival knife (dif- 
ferent mission than rescue) and will still find plenty 
of use outside. The MAK-1 from Columbia River 
Knife and Tool retails at $79.99, the Extrik-8-R re-

Safely doing that requires the 
right equipment and divers and paddlers agree knives are 
essential gear. Serviceable water knives are a dime a dozen 
but finding one that doesn't rust and stays quick-cutting 
sharp makes a good water knife a great water knife. 

Spyderco's Caspian Salt fixed blade water knives are a 
solid piece of non-rusting H-1 steel. The industry’s new 
wunderkind for watery applications, H-1 is nitrogen based 
instead of carbon based. Carbon rusts, but nitrogen doesn't 
because it doesn't interact with chloride. 

Metallurgy lesson aside the knives are built around needs 
of people who sport in water. The Caspian comes with cut-

outs lessening weight with a round cutout hole fitting the 
index finger (even gloved) like a ring. Once gripped, drop- 
ping the knife is next to impossible without fully opening 
your hand. The index finger hole keeps the knife tucked 
deep in the palm freeing fingertips and thumb for adjust- 
ing gear, picking things up and generating leverage. The 
handle’s solid portion is overlaid in fiberglass reinforced ny- 
lon and above the index finger hole is texturing that work 
together to make it even grippier- a positive feature in cold 
or moving water. 

Two lanyard holes, on the butt end and behind the 
blade, create additional attachment options for a retrieval- 
cord or thong. The blade comes CombinationEdged with a 
line cutter set on the top of the spine.

NIGHT VISION 


News clips from Des- 
ert Storm and the movie 
“Silence of the Lambs” 
are what most people 
think of when night vi- 
sion is mentioned. Only 
ten years ago night vi- 
sion was out of reach of 
the average individual and the quality of the avail- 
able optics was not much to write home about. 


How does night vision work? 


Night vision works by collecting minute par- 
ticles of light and focusing them into an image 
intensifier. The image intensifier converts them to 
electrons. The electrons are then multiplied and 
projected onto a green phosphorescent screen. 
When this intensified electron image strikes the 
phosphor screen, it causes the screen to emit 
light that is visible to the naked eye. 

The whole process is complex and many fac- 
tors dictate the final outcome, but essentially, 
night vision takes small electrical charges not 
detectable to the human senses and multiplying 
them to a perceptible level. 

While the entire process may seem foreign to 
most of us, we all need to know what separates 
the $300.00 units for the $3,000.00 units. The 
differences are really quite easy to understand. 
Night vision optics have been around for over 50 
years and they have gone through many changes. 
These changes are called “generations” (GEN). 
With each Generation, the end picture quality, 
range and light gathering ability has improved. 
It is these differences combined with the overall 
size, weight and technical features that dictate 
the price. 


Night Vision - Generation 1 


GEN | optics were developed in the 1960s and 
are still widely used today. They need some vis- 
ible light to operate and do not function well in 
extremely dark environments. But for general use 
with the aid of stars and/or moonlight, combined 
with extra infrared illumination, they work well for 
most applications. The biggest advantage to GEN 
| optics is price. GEN | optics can be had for a 
quarter of what some of the GEN Il and GEN Ill 
models cost. 


Night Vision - Generation 2 


GEN Il optics were developed іп the 1970's. 
They have a significantly longer life span than 
GEN | and do not require visible light to operate, 
which allows them to work in extremely dark con- 
ditions. They also offer a better resolution than 
GEN | optics and are a good choice for night hunt- 
ing optics. 


Night Vision - Generation 3 


GEN III optics are currently the state of the art 
in night vision. GEN Ill optics have a greatly in- 
creased amount of light gaining ability and reso- 
lution (clarity) over all other forms of night vision. 
For night hunting applications they work extremely 
well, offering excellent detail and range. The only 
disadvantage of GEN Ill optics is the price. 


Night Vision - Generation 4 


Ath generation / Gated Filmless technology rep- 
resents the biggest technological breakthrough in 
image intensification of the past 10 years. By re- 
moving the ion barrier film and “Gating” the sys- 
tem Gen 4 demonstrates substantial increases in 
target detection range and resolution, particularly 
at extremely low light levels. The use of filmless 


technology and auto-gated power supply in 4th 
generation image intensifiers result in: 

° Up to 100% improvement in 

photoresponse. 

e Superb performance in extremely low light 

level (better S/N and EBI) 

e At least triple high light level resolution 

(a minimum of 36 Ip/mm compared to 
12 Ip/mm) 

With significant improvement in contrast level 
and in performance under all light conditions, 4th 
generation represents the top of the line perfor- 
mance in the night vision market. Note: The term 
4th generation is used/accepted among Night Vi- 
sion manufactures to describe gated filmless tubes. 
However, this designation is widely debated and is 
currently referred to as Filmless & Gated image in- 
tensifiers by the US Military. 

Gen 4 technology improves night operational ef- 
fectiveness for military users of night vision goggles 
and other night vision devices. The filmless MCP 
provides a higher signal-to-noise ratio than Gen 3, 
resulting in better image quality (less scintillation) 
under low-light conditions. The gated power sup- 
ply further improves image resolution under high 
light conditions, and the reduced halo minimizes 
interference from bright light sources. These im- 
provements also substantially increase the detec- 
tion range of the systems. 


Choosing the Right Optics 


Once the differences in Generations are under- 
stood, you must decide what you are going to be 
using the device for. The higher you go, the higher 
the price. When lives are on the line, that may not 
be an issue. 


BINOCULARS 


Power, Field of View 
and Exit Pupil 

Power: The first main 
comparison used in bin- 
oculars is power. Bin- 
ocular powers are ex- 
pressed as two numbers 
such as 8 x 42. The first 
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number, 8 in this example, is the magnification. It 
expresses the magnification as a factor compared 
to the naked eye. So an 8 power magnifies the ob- 
jects in view up to 8 times. An object would appear 
to be 8 times closer than it would with the naked 
eye. Therefore, a higher number has a greater mag- 
nification. 

The second number, 42 in this example, is the 
diameter of the objective lens in millimeters. So 
a 42 designation means that the outer lens is 42 
mm in diameter. A larger number indicates a larger 
lens. Large lenses are more bulky, but they also let 
in more light, making your image clearer - espe- 
cially in low light conditions. 

FOV Q 1000 Yards: Field of View (FOV) is the sec- 
ond most used comparison with binoculars, and it 
stands for Field of View. What this means is how 
wide of an area (in ft.) that you can view through 
the binoculars at 1000 yards. A higher number in- 
dicates a wider area, while a smaller number in- 
dicates a narrower area. The focal length of the 
objective lenses and the eyepiece design has the 
most impact on the actual FOV. The power of the 
binoculars also has an inverse relationship with 
FOV. As the magnification increases, a smaller 
FOV results. 

Your choice of FOV depends on your individual 
use of the binoculars. If you are using them in a 
wide-open area to scan for mule deer, a narrower 
field of view is not a big deal. However, if you are 
scanning a dense forest for hidden black-tailed 
deer at ranges at or around 100 yards, you will 
want to select a model that has a wider field of 
view. 

Exit Pupil: Exit pupil is related to the power of 
the binocular and the size of the objective lens. 
If you hold a pair of binoculars away from your 
face, you will see a small circle of bright light in 
the eyepiece. This is the exit pupil, the size of the 
beam of light that leaves the binocular. The exit 
pupil diameter can easily be calculated (in mm) 
by dividing the diameter of the objective lens by 
the power. Therefore, a 8x42 binocular has an exit 
pupil of 5.25mm. On a bright day, the human pu- 
pil will vary from 2mm at noon to 4mm later in 
the day. When your eyes become adapted to dark 
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conditions, the pupil will vary from around 5mm to 
a maximum of 9mm. 

In daylight, having a binocular with a larger exit 
pupil will have little effect. The only difference 
you may notice is that you will be able to move 
a binocular with a larger exit pupil and still main- 
tain the image, which is extremely helpful if you 
are in unstable conditions, such as in a boat. The 
main difference occurs in low light conditions. If 
you plan on using your binoculars near dawn or 
dusk, which is a time when many hunters de- 
pend on their optics, it is recommended that you 
select an exit pupil greater than 4mm, to fully 
take advantage of the amount of light your eyes 
can let in. An exit pupil larger than your pupil's 
diameter at the time does not result in a brighter 
image. Your eye can only handle so much. 

You can see from the exit pupil calculation that 
if you choose a higher power binocular, you will 
also need to increase the size of the objective to 
maintain the same diameter of light leaving the 
binocular. 


Prisms 


As light passes through a pair of binoculars, 
the image becomes inverted. Erecting prisms are 
used within the binoculars to correct this prob- 
lem. The two main types you will find in binocu- 
lars are Roof and Porro Prisms. 


Roof Prism Binocular 


A Roof Prism design reflects the light 5 times, 
and the resultant light comes out on the same 
line that it came in on. This straight through de- 


sign lends itself to slimmer dimensions, a more 
compact body, and usually, lighter weight, as the 
objective lens is in direct line with the eyepiece. 
In general, roof prisms cost more, due to the dif- 
ficulty of manufacture. 

A Porro Prism binocular requires a bit larger 
body than a roof prism as the light is only reflect- 
ed 4 times, and it comes out on a different line 
than it enters the objective. From a side view, the 
objective lens is usually a small distance above 
the eyepiece. 

Many people debate about which design is 
better, and it actually depends more on the glass 
quality, manufacturing tolerances, and individual 
design as to which delivers the best image. With- 
in Porro prisms, two different types of glass are 
used, BK-7 and BAK-4. 

BK-7 utilizes boro-silicate glass, while BAK-4 
uses barium crown glass. The BAK-4 is a finer 
glass (higher density) and eliminates internal 
light scattering, therefore producing sharper im- 
ages than the BK-7 glass. The finer glass in a 
BAK-4 prism comes at a higher price than ones 
using BK-7 prisms. 


Optical Coatings 


The largest limitation of light transmission in 
binoculars is reflected light. Any time that light 
strikes a glass surface, up to 596 of the light can 
be reflected back. In a pair of binoculars, light 
can pass through at least 10 different glass sur- 
faces. If you do the math, you can see that it is 
easy to lose 5096 of the ambient light. Plus, much 
of this reflected light remains inside the binocular 
causing glare and poor contrast. 

However, if a thin chemical film (a common one 
being Magnesium Fluoride) is used to coat the 
surface of the glass, much of the reflection can 
be eliminated. The coating reduces light loss and 
glare, increases light transmission and results in 
brighter, clearer images. By coating a surface with 
multiple films, the effect of the coating is increased, 
at times limiting the amount of reflected light to be- 
tween 0.2596 and 0.596 per glass surface. 

The coating must be applied correctly and 
uniformly, or the effect is lost. You may also no- 


tice that certain coatings exhibit different colors. 
Contrary to popular belief, this does not have 
a direct effect on the quality. Depending on the 
chemicals used and number of coatings, colors 
can vary from violet to blue, to even red, yellow 
or green. 

While any coating will usually increase the 
performance of a binocular, you need to under- 
stand several different definitions to make a full 
comparison or justify the expense of a certain 
model. 

Coated Optics — Generally means that one or 
more glass surfaces on at least one lens have 
received an anti-reflective optical coating. 


Fully Coated — Generally means that all glass 
surfaces have been coated with an anti-reflective 
optical coating. 

Multi-Coated — Generally means that one or 
more glass surfaces on at least one lens have re- 
ceived multiple anti-reflective optical coatings. 


Fully Multi-Coated — Means that all glass sur- 
faces have received multiple anti-reflective opti- 
cal coatings. 


Phase Shift Coating — A phase shift coating 
is used on the Roof Prism of many newer mod- 
els to correct for light loss on the horizontal im- 
age plane. As light waves come through a Roof 
Prism, up to 70% of the waves reflected off one 
roof surface will be y a wavelength shifted from 
those coming off the other roof surface. 


What does that mean? What can happen is 
that the phase difference between the horizontal 
and vertical light in a non-coated Roof Prism can 
cause a loss of contrast. A phase shift coating 
in upper-end Roof Prism models corrects this, 
increasing contrast and image quality, putting 
them on equal playing fields with high end Porro 
Prism models. 

While phase-coated Prisms will provide more 
contrast than a non-phase-coated pair, the small 
phase error on non-phase-coated roof prisms 
can only be detected if all other manufacturing 
tolerance errors are minimized. In other words, 
phase coating a cheap pair of Roof Prism bin- 
oculars does little to improve the final image. 
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Eye Relief 


Eye relief is the comfortable distance that a 
binocular can be held from the eye, while still al- 
lowing the viewer to see the entire image. A long 
eye relief allows for comfortable viewing and is a 
must for viewing with eyeglasses or sunglasses. 
Another option to look for is extendable eyepiec- 
es or fold down rubber eyecups. These features 
will allow you to obtain a larger field of view while 
still keeping your glasses on. 


LASER RANGEFINDERS 


How do they work? 

To simplify, the unit 
projects an eye-safe la- 
ser that is “bounced” off 
the object being aimed 
at and received back 
into the unit. A micro- 
processor instantly determines the distance to the 
object based on the length of time the laser beam 
took to travel to the object and back. 

This method is quite accurate, to the tune of plus 
or minus 1 yard, and very fast. According to the 
FDA regulations and tests, they are also complete- 
ly safe. Sorry kids. You're not going to be able to 
burn up the neighbor's woodpile with one of these 
units. 

As the maximum distance of a unit increases, the 
laser's actual power remains the same. What you 
will find with units featuring greater distance read- 
ing ability are higher sensitivity receptors receiving 
the laser beam as it bounces back. 

Laser rangefinders differ in features and options. 
The main difference is distance, of course. Some 
of the better units incorporate filtering technology 
that gets accurate readings through rain, haze or 
dust. Some also have a scan mode, which sends 
out a continuous laser “stream” (for 10 seconds) 
to track moving objects, or multiple objects in dif- 
ferent places. Another feature is an option to only 
register objects that are beyond a predetermined 
distance reducing false readings due to interfer- 
ence by things such as grass, close branches, 
etc. 
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So what’s new? 


Plenty. That first model we got our hands on was 
a bulky box that only read the distance out to 400 
yards or so. Today’s rangefinders offer compact 
size with some models that can fit into the palm 
of your hand. They also have one feature we think 
was really lacking from that early model, magnifi- 
cation. Why is that important? If you find an ani- 
mal or other target with your binoculars, it may be 
pretty hard to locate it without some sort of magni- 
fication. Modern rangefinders offer clear optics for 
locating the game you want to range. 

Most will want the “Big Three” of field optics, 
meaning quality binoculars, a rangefinder, and a 
spotting scope. It’s rather bulky and awkward to 
switch quickly from binos to a rangefinder, espe- 
cially if the target is on the move. Range-finding 
binoculars bridge the gap and take everything to 
the next logical level. A look through a website such 
as Cabela’s will show offerings from major optics 
companies mating a high-end laser rangefinder 
with a high-end binocular in a package roughly the 
same size as a compact binocular. The benefit here 
is you don’t have to switch optics when scanning 
for targets, and you don’t have to pack two items. 

A relatively new feature deals with the inherit 
problem with laser range finding technology. That 
problem is elevation. If you’re on a rooftop and 
you’ve got a target coming in, you can range it at 
100 yards, but is it really 100 yards? We all know 
that point of aim when shooting up or down hill isn’t 
going to be the same as shooting on flat ground. 
What these new rangefinders do is compensate for 
the elevation. 

Through the use of a digital inclinometer, you get 
true readings of horizontal range. This is very im- 
portant when you've got a rifle in your hands. You'd 
better know accurately where the bullet is going 
to go to make the shot. Remember that in shoot- 
ing, the difference between a great shot and total 
disaster is inches. 

There are limitations that you need to be aware 
of when making your rangefinder selection. Let's 
take an 800-yard model for example. Does that 
mean it will read distance on any object out to 800 


yards? No. Why not? Think of it this way. A laser 
is basically condensed light. As mentioned earlier, 
rangefinders all project the same basic laser, or 
light beam. It is the sensitivity of the receptor that 
determines the effective range the unit will report. 
So, an 800-yard unit will read the laser reflection 
from a reflective target at 800 yards. 

What does this mean then? Well, you need to 
practice with your unit. Most companies will give 
you a pretty close estimate of how far the unit will 
read with a non-reflective target. An 800-yard unit 
can effectively read on average targets out to 500 
yards, more or less depending on the actual model 
chosen. Other factors affecting the ranging dis- 
tance include weather conditions, lighting condi- 
tions, target size, angle of inclination, hand steadi- 
ness, and let's not forget those all-to-important 
things that just get in the way, like branches and 
brush. 


Do you need one? 


What kind of question is that? Of course you do. 
All right, "need" and "want" may be two different 
things, but you'd still be better off with one. Why? 
How well can you judge distance? Some of you out 
there might be pretty good at it. 

Rangefinders are an invaluable tool for shooting. 
They allow you to accurately know the distance to 
your target. This is great for not only judging where 
you aim, but if you should take a shot at all. Want 
to sight that rifle in for 100 yards? 200 yards? No 
sweat. And it is much more accurate than pacing 
off the distance. Think about bullet drop too. For 
example, if you're shooting a .300 Win Mag. with a 
180-grain bullet, how confident are you in your dis- 
tances? The bullet is moving pretty fast but the dif- 
ference in drop from 200 to 300 yards is 3.2 inches 
to 11.8 inches. 

Laser rangefinders have come a long way since 
they first came out, just like televisions and DVD 
players. They've advanced the outdoor world so 
much so that they're right in there as a necessity. 
The idea behind them forces the question, how'd 
we ever get along without one? With the models 
available today at reasonable prices, you don't 
have to.

We had some rifles come in for this book that 
needed scopes. All right, we got some rifles in that 
we KNEW needed scopes. Why? Because we re- 
ally wanted a good excuse to get a Trijicon Accu- 
Point scope in to play with. 

So what is so special as to peak our interests? 
Well, anyone who is interested in optics should be 
interested in these scopes. They have a reputa- 
tion for extreme clarity, solid construction and then 
there is that fiber optic thing. We’ve always liked 


illuminated reticle scopes and these offer up some 
of the brightest available and use no batteries. 
The Trijicon AccuPoint offers any-light shooting, 
with fiber-optic and tritium aiming-point illumina- 
tion, the Trijicon AccuPoint speeds target acqui- 
sition and extends available shooting hours. The 
dual-illumination fiber-optic system automatically 
adjusts aiming-point brightness to existing light 
conditions. This provides shooters optimum aim- 
ing-point illumination and ideal reticle/target con- 


trast. The result: lightning-fast precision aiming in 
any light without failure-prone batteries. 

One thing that blew us away as soon as we 
opened the box was the eye relief. A good scope 
will offer a good amount of eye relief so you don’t 
end up with scope brow. The Trijicon scope offered 
more eye relief than any other scope tested in re- 
cent memory. There was well over four inches of 
eye relief in the 2.5x -10x - 56mm model.

Our test model had the single post reticle with the 
amber triangle. It was bright and clear in any light 
and stayed bright when the light was very low, 
making this a great scope for tactical applications.

We mounted this scope to a bolt-action rifle as 
well as two different AR-15 platform guns, one of 
which was a Bushmaster 450 carbine. The scope 
mounted up well and aiming was lightning fast. The 
eye relief made target acquisition immediate and 
the 56mm objective lens made following moving 
targets as easy as could be. Forced to find a flaw, 
the only draw back was weight. This was a hefty 
scope, but not overly so considering the size.

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INTRODUCTION TO 


Tactical Lights 


BY EDITORS OF GUN DIGEST 


Flashlights have come a long way. It wasn’t that 
long ago when the top word in a “tactical” light was 
a light/Billy club that housed several D-cell batteries. 
The more batteries, the brighter the light, and not to 
mention the bigger the flashlight. The high output 
LED bulb and the Lithium lon battery changed all 
of that. 

For starters, the lights today are bright and com- 
pact. You’ll often see lumen ratings associated with 
lights. A lumen is the measured total output of emit- 
ted light. Today’s tactical lights are extremely bright. 
This is of high importance for tactical applications, 
as a brief flash of light from one of these lights will 
blind a subject instantly in dark situations. Not to 
mention providing more than adequate lighting for 
covering your area. 

Tactical lights of today are quite often lightweight 
and fit into the palm of the hand. Most have a pres- 
sure switch on the back end to make for easy use 
when checking a corner, or clearing a room. Many 
are made of nearly indestructible materials and can 
serve as a back up weapon should things get to that 
point. As you’ll see, many are constructed with a 
striking point built into the rim of the flashlight. Gone 
are the days when you would turn your flash light 
into a Billy club and repeatedly hit your opponent 
enough to end the conflict. Now you can strike your 
attacker with the business end of one of these tacti- 
cal lights and put them down with one hit. Perma- 
nently. 

The other things you’ll see are weapon-mounting 
systems. Many hand-held units are available with 
mounting kits for placement on rifles, shotguns and 
some handguns, making the perfect entry or defen- 
sive weapon. There are also lights designed spe- 
cifically to go onto today’s tactical handguns on the 
tactical rail many come from the factory with. Sev- 
eral even are available with a light/laser sight com- 


bo, such as Streamlight’s ultra-slick TLR-2 system. 
Throw this unit onto your weapon of choice and you 
have everything you need in a compact package. 
Remote switching options abound as well making 
weapon mounted lights very practical for tactical. 

As with most things tactical, the market is literally 
exploding with new products. Flashlights are no ex- 
ception and it seems every day some company has 
something new. The applications for these types of 
lights cross the boundaries too and many companies 
have models geared toward the hunting and out- 
doors crowd as well. One thing is certain, these types 
of lights are definitely not the same thing we had just 
a few years ago and the future is looking brighter. 


Bulbs 


Halogen bulbs are made of glass filled with a small 
amount of halogen gas. The average lifespan of halo- 
gen a bulb is 2,500 hours. 

Krypton bulbs are made of glass and filled with 
krypton gas. This technology uses a filament, but 
produces double the average life of conventional light 
bulbs with an average life up to 2,000 hours. 

Xenon bulbs are made of glass and filled with met- 
al salts and a mixture of noble (non-reactive) gases 
including xenon, which produce a clear, white light. 
The average life span of xenon bulbs is 5,000 hours. 
Xenon is very efficient, when compared to halogen, 
producing twice the light while consuming half the 
power. 

LEDs are basically a light bulb without a filament to 
burn out, and since they are very efficient at creating 
light without heat loss, they don't get hot. The LEDs 
longevity is further enhanced by its construction. An 
unbreakable, crystal clear, solid resin encases each 
LED and makes it nearly indestructible. The draw- 
back to LEDs is their limited output for projecting 
over a great distance. 


All LEDs operate at low temperatures, which make 
them safe to touch. LEDs have an average lifespan of 
100,000 hours of continuous or cumulative use, op- 
erate on low voltage DC power, and produce no UV 
light. Light output of LEDs are measured in lumens; 
energy input to a lamp is measured in watts. The ef- 
ficiency of a lamp is expressed as lumens per watt. 

NICHIA 5 mm LEDs produce 2-3 lumens of light 
for each LED. LEDs are also more energy efficient 
than conventional incandescent light bulbs because 
most of the energy is turned directly into light; how- 
ever, single LEDs do not create a significant amount 
of light. 

LUXEON 1-Watt LEDs produce up to 25-30 lu- 
mens and provide 10 times the lumens of standard 
NICHIA LEDs. 

LUXEON 3-Watt LEDs have an output of up to 
75-80 lumens, or three times the lumens of Luxeon 
1 watt LEDs and 25 times the lumens of standard 
NICHIA LEDs. 

LUXEON 5-Watt LEDs have an output of up to 120 
lumens, provide four times the lumens of LUXEON 
1 watt LEDs and 50 times the lumens of standard 
NICHIA LEDs, the equivalent of 50, 5mm LEDs. 


Lead-Acid Batteries 


The cheapest cost of battery power per kilowatt- 
hour is the traditional lead-acid battery, but remem- 
ber the earlier discussion of the Mag-Light and the 
heft of so many D-Cell batteries. The advantage of 
lightweight batteries must be compared to cost per 
kilowatt-hour of use and justified by convenience 
and frequency of use. 

Primary (non-rechargeable) batteries are the 
standard AAA, AA, C, D and 9-volt alkaline units 
everyone is familiar with. Larger cell batteries pro- 
vide a lower cost per kilowatt-hour than small cells, 
but their added size and weight is a disadvantage. 
The advantages of primary batteries are high en- 
ergy density, long storage life and immediate op- 
erational readiness. No charging or priming time is 
required before use. Although secondary (recharge- 
able) batteries have improved, a regular household 
alkaline battery provides 50% more power than 
lithium-ion, one of the highest energy-dense sec- 
ondary batteries. 
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Lithium Batteries 


Lithium batteries lead the world in reliability and 
safety, providing long-term storage life (up to 10 
years) at room temperature and long operational 
life over a wide range of operating temperatures. 
The superior chemical and design characteristics 
of these batteries are well recognized for both per- 
formance and power value. 


Nickel-Cadmium (NiCad) Batteries 


In terms of life cycling, the most enduring power 
cell is the standard nickel cadmium battery. The 
down side, is that Nickel-cadmium batteries have 
a moderate energy density, require periodic full dis- 
charges and contain toxic metals. 


Nickel-Metal-Hydride Batteries 


These batteries perform well in their early stages, 
but past 300-cycles, they start to deteriorate rapidly. 


Lithium-lon Batteries 


In laboratory tests, the lithium-ion battery gets 
high marks because they offer the highest energy 
density and contain no toxic metals. Lithium-ion bat- 
teries have a lifetime of two to three years and the 
clock starts ticking as soon as the battery comes off 
the assembly line. For this reason, do not purchase 
extra lithium-ion batteries for future use, and always 
pay attention to the manufacture date.

Micro Utility/Backup Light Promises 
Great Potential

One of the biggest product development areas 
in the law enforcement equipment field has to be 
in the area of so-called “tactical lighting”. For me, 
in order for a flashlight to be considered “tactical 
lighting” it must meet or exceed six basic criteria. 
A true tactical light must be: 

1. Compact and easily carried on a duty 

belt or tactical rig 

2. Very bright 

3. Very durable, i.e. police/soldier proof 

4. Offered in a color that is currently tactically 

in vogue 

5. Marketed primarily to law enforcement, 

security or the military 

6. Offer the very latest in technological 

improvements 


In the olden days, the Kel-Light and Mag Light 
were considered the tactical lighting of the day. 
They really met only the criterion of being durable 
(doubling as an “emergency impact device” when 
needed), came in black, and were marketed to the 
law enforcement market. However, they used the 
same lighting technology with a plain, breakable in- 
candescent bulb and weren’t any brighter than the 
standard three-cell Ace Hardware special. This got 
better when Krypton gas bulbs were introduced, 
but these early “tactical lights” really offered no ad- 
vantage over that Ace Hardware light other than in 
the area of durability. 

The next step toward the true tactical lighting 
we see today was the introduction of the Mini Mag 
Light. Here at last was a light that could be carried 
on the police belt that was always 
with you no matter what you were 
doing (anyone ever been in one of 
those dayshift building searches 
where you went in without your 
flashlight because it was light out- 
side — but needed it once you were 
inside?). My police department

didn’t let us do that; | had to hide my Mini-Mag in 
a pocket. (The Chief didn’t like how it looked on 
a belt.) That Mini-Mag wasn’t a particularly bright 
light, and you had to use two hands to turn it off or 
on, but it was relatively durable and made of black 
aircraft aluminum, like its larger brother. | believe 
that the Mini-Mag, still in production for the civil- 
ian market today, spawned the entire generation 
of true tactical lighting products that abound in the 
law enforcement marketplace. 

Surefire really brought that movement forward 
when it introduced their 6p lights with lithium bat- 
teries and Xenon gas bulbs, and manufacturers 
haven’t looked back since. 

One of those manufacturers is Pentagonlight, a 
manufacturer of durable tactical lighting both for 
hand-held and long-gun applications. They have 
just introduced a brand new light designed for law 
enforcement tactical and military teams, but which 
has a wider range of applications as well — the 
MOLLE Light. 

This micro light, with a big light output, uti- 
lizes the old 90-degree military (and Boy Scout) 
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angle-head flashlight design, but with 2007 fea- 
tures and increased brightness over its forbears. 
Designed from the ground up as a backup light 
(you can’t have too many lights when things get 
hot and heavy) for attachment to MOLLE webbing 
on tactical armor or load-bearing vests, it weighs 
only 1.5 ounces and is 3.4 inches in overall length. 
The actual MOLLE clip that is adjustable around 
the circumference of the aluminum light body is 
constructed of spring steel for durability. The LED 
"bulb" is powered by a single AA Alkaline battery 
(for easy re-supply around the world) but cranks 
out up to 40 (yes that's right) Lumens of bright 
white light for a continuous run time of 5 hours. 
Some of the early packaging may say 25 lumens, 
but the LED element has been tuned and updated 
to the point that peak output normally runs 35 to 
40 lumens, according to Pentagonlight™. At that 
rating, it starts to edge into lighting output ranges 
occupied by some of the smaller single and double 
cell lithium models. 

There are other features that really distinguish 
this light and make it a must have is its durable

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construction. Starting with the LED element, it is 
designed for rough use. The center part of the body 
is constructed of matte finished aerospace alumi- 
num, with the head and basecap made of polymer. 
Color choices at this time for the polymer elements 
are black and desert sand. Neatly concealed as 
part of the basecap are red or blue lighting filters, 
which unscrew off the base and screw in place over 
the lens cap. The Black model has a blue light filter 
that has some forensic application potential, while 
the desert sand model has the red filter specifically 
for night vision. Either filter can be ordered as addi- 
tional options from Pentagonlight if you wish. Note 
that when you remove that lens filter from the base, 
you will find a compass concealed inside! Other 


features are a built in lanyard ring at the top of the | 
light if you wish that attachment method, and of £ 


course the twistable MOLLE Clip, which can also 
fasten on belts or hiking and fishing vests. | sug- 
gested to Pentagonlight that they develop a duty 
belt holder consisting of a leather or nylon tube, 
with or without flap that the light can slide inside of 
with the clip holding it in place outside. This would 
help to conserve room on those ever more crowd- 


ed belts. The on/off switch is what | call momen- |. 


tary/push to on. There is no discernable click when 
moving from the momentary setting to pushing 
through to continuous. It sits in a pentagon shaped 
recess on top of the light. In this position the light 
can be pushed on with the index finger like oper- 
ating a spray can, or over the top with the thumb. 
With the thumb method, the MOLLE light can op- 
erate as an emergency tactical light applied in the 
Harries handgun flashlight technique. 

Other applications? There are bunches. In addi- 
tion to being a good survival light for hiking and 
camping, it would come in handy on a flyfishing 
vest, or stowed in a tackle box. | am sure hunters 
would appreciate it as well. It also might work out 
well attached to the jogging vest | wear when run- 
ning after dark. With the red filter attached, it would 
work good attached to the visor in your cruiser for 
working on late night reports while preserving your 
night vision, or while flying an aircraft, or for a last 
minute equipment check in the SWAT Van. The 
uses are limited only by your imagination.

In the 1920s and 
1230s, there were few weapons designed express- 
ly for tactical use. Most police departments used 
stock or slightly-altered versions of popular sport- 
ings arms such as the Remington Model 8 rifle, 
the Winchester Model 1907 carbine, and the Win- 
chester Model 1897 riot gun. 

Today, almost every American arms maker of- 
fers firearms that can have a tactical application. 
Nevertheless, a set of standards have evolved for 
tactical weapons. 


Handguns 


Tactical handguns are virtually always semi-au- 
tos. While more than a few law enforcement per- 
sonnel undoubtedly carry a Smith & Wesson J- 
frame somewhere under their gear, we are aware 
of no organization that issues revolvers as a pri- 
mary sidearm. It’s not a question of reliability but 
rather of capacity. Five or six shots look pretty pale 
alongside even a 10-round magazine, to say noth- 
ing of the ultra-high-capacity magazines that have 
become so popular. 

The 9mm Parabellum still ranks high in tactical 
circles, but the .40 S&W has given it a real run for 
its money. And now the almost century-old .45

ACP is gaining in popularity by virtue of its slap- 
'em-down, flying-bowling-ball nature, and the de- 
rivative .45 GAP has quite a few adherents. Some 
departments favor the .357 SIG, and the FN 5.7 is 
gaining in popularity due to its excellent penetra- 
tion. As far as deep-concealment backup autos are 
concerned, the .380 and .32 ACP remain as popu- 
lar as ever. 

In the following pages, we have limited our list- 
ings to models that could make a legitimate claim 
to being primary or secondary tactical handguns. 
The list isn't necessariily complete, as new models 
are being introduced virtually every week. 


Rifles 


Although there are a number of pump-action 
rifles that are marketed as tactical weapons, only 
two types of rifles have been generally accepted 
as tactical weapons: semi-autos and bolt ac- 
tions. 

As for semi-autos, the AR-style rifle reigns su- 
preme. It has proven itself nearly an ideal platform 
for close-quarters tactical applications. While 
most ARs are chambered in .223, the 6.8mm and 
even the .308 have strong proponents in some 
quarters. 

The carbine chambered in pistol cali- 
bers also has a tactical applica- 
tion, albeit a somewhat limited 
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one. We have included various models chambered 
in 9mm and .45 ACP because hese weapons are 
occasionally seen in a secondary role, especially 
in smaller organizations. 

Bolt action rifles, from the .223 to the .50 BMG, 
have a definite tactical role as sniper weapons. 


Shotguns 


Most tactical shotguns are pump actions, al- 
though a few semi-autos are offered. The pump 
action apparently has an advantage over other 
types because of its near-foolproof reliability. As far 
as chamberings are concerned, the 12 gauge, in 
either 2.75-, 3-, or 3.5-inch length, has no serious 
challengers. 


Note 


In the following section, we have tried to rep- 
resent tactical weapons at all price points, from 
entry-level to high end. Some departments, and 
some individuals, have higher budgets than oth- 
ers, and some of the better tactical weapons are 
found at the lower end of the price scale.

The 1911 
As a Tactical Pistol 


BY ROBERT CAMPBELL 


Editor’s Note: The 1917 pistol, fast approaching its 100th anniversary, has re-emerged in recent 
years as a popular choice in tactical pistols. We’re delighted to present the following essay from Rob- 
ert Campbell, a former police officer with plenty of experience with 1911s! 


| have asked myself if the handguns | carry are 
what | need or, rather, if they are merely what is 
expected of me. | have my answer on those oc- 
casions when | test a lesser handgun. | am happy 
to keep on hand first-class lifesaving gear. | don’t 
dress to impress nor need an ego uplift. 

| have turned to the tactical models of modern 
1911 handguns for all-around use for good rea- 
sons. There are significant differences in the hand- 
guns that earn the title “tactical.” | have tried to 


pinpoint the birth of the tactical pistol. It may have 
had a beginning when Tom Threepersons fitted a 
special high-profile front sight to his Single Action 
Army. Or perhaps when Bat Masterson ordered an 
SAA light on the trigger. But the Tactical Pistol as 
we know it today began with Jeff Cooper and the 
Consensus. Cooper and other shooters active at 
the time reached an agreement on what the 1911 
needed: A speed safety, a trigger job, and a good 
set of sights. If you were going to experiment with 
exotic bullet styles you needed 
a feed ramp and chamber pol- 
ish known as throating. Over the 
years professionals had their guns 
nickel- or silver-plated. Some of it 
was show but some of it was for 
practical protection of the hand- 
gun. Today, we apply a black tac- 
tical phosphate or polymer-based 
finish. The changes in the 1911 
did not happen overnight but they 
have been beneficial. There are 
quite a few handguns on the mar- 


Geometry is everything- the

ket that represent the Consensus but stop short of 
what we refer to as tactical pistols. A top-of-the- 
line tactical pistol will feature Novak, Heinie or Mc- 
Cormack high visibility sights, a match-grade bar- 
rel, and a beavertail grip safety. The design of the 
pistol is sound, well proven in hard use. The tacti- 
cal operation of the .45 auto is unquestioned. 
When looking at the Tactical Pistol we might ask 
what the extras accomplish. After all, the guns are 
not inexpensive. The benefits are defined by the 
tactical concept. The main benefit is that the pistol 
is more comfortable to use in prolonged fire. While 
the pistol will seldom be fired in action, and at 
those times a few shots will suffice, the skill of the 
user must be honed by long hours on the range, 
expending thousands of rounds of ammunition. 
Ruggedness is but one of the criteria set forth. 
One extra is a beavertail grip safety. A well de- 
signed grip safety not only funnels the pistol’s grip 
into the hand, it makes certain the safety is properly 
actuated. The extended slide lock safety or speed 
safety is an obvious improvement. While some of 
us find the standard 1911 safety usable, the speed 
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safety as typified by Wilson Combat paddle types 
are much more functional. It isn’t just actuating the 
safety quickly to take it off safe. When moving or 
reholstering the gun, it is good to be able to quickly 
move the gun to on safe. When working on tacti- 
cal movement or in competition we appreciate the 
ability to be able to quickly place the gun on safe. 
A handgun with no safety has no place in tactical 
operations. 

The grip frame of the tactical pistol is often stip- 
pled or checkered in the front strap and the rear 
strap is sometimes checkered as well. The Smith 
and Alexander magazine guide is the choice of op- 
erators who prefer a magazine chute that allows 
quick, sure loading of the magazine. The Smith and 
Alexander magazine guide defines the checkered 
mainspring housing. 


This is an Action Works 1911, a first-class pistol 
for going in harm’s way. The sights are Heinie 
rear and Novak front, the frame is stippled, and 
the King’s beavertail is a worthwhile addition. The 
trademark Action Work’s drop safety is fitted.

Next, we move to the trigger. The person who 
appreciates good trigger compression and is will- 
ing to pay for a top-of-the-line pistol should be able 
to handle a light, crisp trigger compression. Most 
modern tactical pistols will have a trigger compres- 
sion of three and one half to four pounds. The trig- 
ger will be very clean, very crisp, and consistent. 
This is one of the primary advantages of the tacti- 
cal pistol. It is made for operators who appreciate 
the handgun and who can handle the handgun's 
trigger action well. 

The sights of the tactical pistol are also very im- 
portant. Handgun sights have evolved a great deal 
in recent years. The embryonic sights found on 
the Government Issue 1911 are seldom found any 
more except on low-budget pistols. Even the least 
expensive handguns from the major makers have 
some type of high-visibility sight. Novak sights were 
among the first and remain a good choice. High- 
visibility sights are also designed to be snag-free 
and relatively low profile in order to allow a smooth 
draw from concealed carry. So, we find two at- 
tributes that would be mutually exclusive without 
good engineering: high-visibility and low-profile. 
The best sights accomplish each requirement well. 
The sights offer an excellent sight picture and allow 
the user to get good sight alignment and make a 
good shot. 

The exact size of the sight channel is also im- 
portant. If the tunnel is too long or deep in the rear 
sight, shadows will intrude and the sight picture is 
compromised. The front sight is usually a square 
post. Quite often, the Novak front sight is used even 
when a Heinie rear sight is chosen. This works well. 
Some tactical pistols have fiber optic front sights, a 
great advance for aging eyes. 

Sight options vary. As an example, the High Stan- 
dard G-Man, a top-quality Tactical Pistol, comes 
standard with self-luminous iron sights. The Kim- 
ber Custom II version chosen by LAPD SWAT is 
fitted with Meprolight self-luminous sights. Tritium 
sights are not fitted to every tactical tactical hand- 
gun but should be. Trijicon refits are popular, so are 
the Wilson Combat Nite Eyes. 

Then we come to the handgun's grip. Smooth 
grips and ivory grips are often found on prized 191 1 
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pistols but not the tactical pistol. The grips may be 
of plastic, Micarta, or wood, but they will have suf- 
ficient purchase for an operator to hold the hand- 
gun in firing, whether his hands are sweaty, cold, 
or tired. There are many good choices. Some of 
the grip panels are raspy for average hands. Many 
of us work on the keyboard more than with tools, 
and our hands are not conditioned for such rough 
use. A half checkered, half smooth grip such as the 
Ahrends may be considered ideal for most of us. 
The Ahrends tactical grips feature a cut-out section 
to allow the thumb to quickly access the magazine 
release, a good touch. 

Ahrends' special half-checkered handgun grip 
is for those who debate between smooth and 
checkered grips. Some feel that a smooth grip al- 
lows the shooter to quickly reposition his hands. | 
myself have no problem in repositioning my hand 
when using checkered grips. | simply release my 
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grip when need be if | have to reposition my grip 
as when speed loading or in other handling move- 
ments. There are enough choices to allow a wide 
range of personal preference, but a tactical pistol 
should have checkered or abrasive grips to ensure 
good control. 

The barrel is sometimes called the heart of the 
1911. While this is true, the fitting of the barrel is 
as important as the quality of the barrel. The other 
additions to the tactical handgun help practical ac- 
curacy. A smooth trigger compression and good 
sights make the gun easier to shoot well. Tighten- 
ing the slide and frame or fitting a custom barrel 
increases the intrinsic accuracy of the handgun. 
Off the bench, from a solid rest, the differences in 
sights and trigger action are not as important. We 
can manage a heavy trigger or squint into small 
sights. But offhand, firing under time constraints, 
firing on the move, and from awkward positions, 
the smoother trigger and good sights are a great 
aid. 

A match-grade barrel increases the intrinsic abil- 
ity of the handgun to group its shots close togeth- 
er. Custom 1911 barrels are delivered oversize if 
the barrel is fitted to the piece in a custom shop. 
Drop-in barrels have more generous dimensions 
and while they may require some fitting, they will 
often fit into GI specification pistols. | have used 


This Springfield factory pistol has many of 
the features demanded of a custom tacti- 
cal.

A true tactical should have a stippled front strap 
such as the 1911 in the background, but we can 
get by with Pachmayrs. 


barrels from Bar-Sto, Nowlin, and Kart with good 
results, in both .38 Super and .45 ACP and also 
several 1911 9mm and Glock barrels from Bar-Sto. 
A well-fitted barrel results in less wear than a stan- 
dard barrel. A tightly fitted barrel returns more pre- 
cisely to the same position after firing. This adds up 
to greater accuracy, less wear, and of course more 
expense in fitting. The more tightly fitted gun is just 
as reliable if not more so than many other 1911s. 
This was proven in FBI testing. Pistols with tightly 
fitted match-grade barrels capable of grouping five 
rounds of ammunition into 1.25 inches at 25 yards 
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fired 20,000 rounds of ammunition during these 
tests. There were no malfunctions among several 
of the top pistols and the Springfield pistol with 
Nowlin barrel passed the test with flying colors, to 
be adopted as the FBI HRT Hostage Rescue Team) 
pistol. 

At this point, it may be a fair question to ask 
where you can purchase a tactical pistol ready to 
go. There are several choices, all of them good. If 
you have the time and funds to invest in the best, 
then the Action Works, of Chino Valley, Arizona, will 
build a .45 automatic pistol to your specifications. 
There is time, experience and finesse involved in 
building "serious handguns for serious times" and 
the Action Works enjoys an enviable reputation. My 
personal Action Works .45 is a fine example of un- 
derstatement. The pistol has a very nice, crisp trig- 
ger action that has survived thousands of rounds 
of ammunition and high visibility sights. The bea- 
vertail is well fitted and certain features such as a 
carefully stippled grip strap and custom slide lock 
safety add up to a handgun that performs excep- 
tionally well. Any problem spots, sharp edges or 
burrs were addressed by Don Williams and the rest 
is pure improvement. This type of pistol is avail- 
able as a package of certain standard features, but 
you can go wilder with more improvements custom 
work — and work it really is — if you wish. 

In a high-end production pistol, if there is such a 
thing, the Rock River Arms pistols have earned an 
enviable reputation. You may build your own tacti- 
cal pistol from a RRA frame and slide and 
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pistol from the Action 8 2 
Works, with front- 
frame checkering, the mark of a 
fine pistolsmith. Note the squared 
trigger guard. This is a shorter 1911, 
so this is probably a short Tactical 
intended for concealed carry. 
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| have taken this route, with a RRA frame and slide 
and Bar-Sto barrel presently en route to the Ac- 
tion Works. The frame arrived with a custom grade 
checkered front strap and a number of top grade 
internals, including a Smith and Alexander beaver- 
tails safety, standard on the RRA line. 

The Wilson Combat CQB (Close Quarters Battle) 
pistol is a highly respected handgun, capable and 
ready to go without additional work or parts from 
the factory. It is not cheap but it is excellent. The 
Wilson Combat pistol helps define a tactical pistol: 
excellent sights and trigger compression, a posi- 
tive enhanced safety, a beavertail safety, and some 
means of enhancing the user’s purchase on the 
handgun. 


BUILD YOUR OWN 


The 1911 allows the user to build a Tactical Pis- 
tol a piece at a time. Still, you should begin with a 
quality handgun. Some time ago, | wished to as- 
say the performance of the FBI pistol, but found 
the $1000+ tap of the Bureau Model a bit steep. 
After all, there have seldom been terror attacks in 
my neighborhood and my difficulties in police work 
were handled with pretty ordinary 1911s. The com- 
pelling need was less than the curiosity. But | was 
able to find a basic list of the parts that went into 
the pistol, and turned out a very decent handgun. 

| began with a Springfield Loaded Model. This 
pistol featured Novak rear sights but curiously, a 
standard staked on post front. The pistol also fea- 
tured forward slide serrations, which operators feel 
are a requirement for gloved hand use. The 
extended safety was nice but the extended 
slide lock could be done without. The pis- 
tol came with a standard beavertail, which 

worked just fine with the Smith and Al- 
exander magazine guide. After fitting the 
FBl-specification magazine guide | fitted 
certain Wilson Combat internal parts includ- 
ing an extractor, ejector, and sear. | also added 
Herett’s checkered grips, again FBl-specifica- 
tion. This resulted in a considerably improved 
handgun. The S&A mag guide is the cat’s pa- 
jamas when engaging in speed runs, and let 
me make the point again: We may not find 


ourselves in a situation requiring copious amounts 
of .45 caliber ammunition to solve a problem but 
in training and in administrative handling the mag 
chute makes things go much smoother. As a bo- 
nus, the grip feels much better in the hand. Overall, 
the Smith and Alexander magazine guide is on my 
short list of must-have items. 

As issued the Springfield would group five shots 
of Winchester USA ball into about 3 inches at 25 
yards. The premium Partition Gold Winchester 
load, a recently introduced load with much poten- 
tial, did better: 2.5 inches. This is adequate for a 
service handgun and better than many, but far from 
the 1.25-inch group specified by the FBI. | turned 
to Nowlin for an FBl-specification match-grade 
barrel. Fitting such a barrel is cut and dried for me, 
file, polish, and check, and the best results are ob- 
tained by allowing Nowlin to fit the barrel to your 
pistol, or the Action Works will oblige as well. In the 
end, the pistol operated as specified with the FBI- 
style barrel, at least with certain loads. These are 
the results from my FBI version Springfield, fired at 
25 yards from a benchrest (five shots fired, aver- 
age of three groups): 


Conley Precision 230-grain ball 1.8 inches 
C and R ammo 230-grain JHP 1.5 inches 
Winchester 230-grain USA 2.0 inches 
Winchester 230-grain SXT 1.25 inches 
Winchester 230-grain SXT +P 1.3 inches 


| was able to meet the requirements set for 
by the FBI with one load, and since that load 
happens to be the choice of LAPD SWAT, | 
am satisfied. The Springfield still lacks 
the space-age Teflon finish applied 
to the Bureau guns, but my friends 
at Bear Coat can apply such a fin- 
ish when | am ready. While many tactical 
handguns are supplied in stainless steel, 
and this makes good sense, quite a few 
have the corrosion-resistant Teflon- 
based finish offered by Bear Coat. 
This finish is self-lubricating and 
requires little maintenance. It is a 
winner on all counts. 
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The tactical pistol is not for everyone, any more 
than Lance Armstrong's racing bike would appeal 
to the casual rider. But for those going in harm's 
way or simply desiring the best handgun available, 
this is the ticket. 


OTHER CHOICES 


Recently, Kimber published an ad stating that 
the 1911 is the choice of special teams. Those us- 
ing other handguns wish they had the 1911. This is 
completely true. However, yeoman work has been 
done by another handgun. The Browning High 
Power was the choice of the FBI HRT long ago, and 
the Novak-modified High Powers were excellent 
handguns. Within the limitations of the 9mm Luger 
cartridge, they served the FBI, and bone stock mili- 
tary pistols served the SAS in Europe. A decade 
or more ago, the Action Works performed a trig- 
ger action on my personal High Power and fitted 
Novak self luminous iron sights. This was all that 
was needed to produce a first-class 9mm pistol. | 
qualified with this handgun on several occasions, 
and more than once fired a four inch 50 yard group 
using Pro Load 124 grain JHP ammunition. This is 
outstanding performance. The pistol went well over 
20,000 trouble-free rounds in my service, including 
a busy training schedule and in testing 9mm am- 
munition for two police agencies. Remember, this 
is without major internal modification. After a time, 
| noticed the "edge" was gone in accuracy but the 
pistol still turned in consistent 2-inch groups with 
several loadings.

A Tale of Three 45's 
(Make that Live...)

When we set out to pull together information for 
this book, the one thing we wanted to do was get 
in some of the cool stuff and test it. After all, what 
would be the point of writing a book if we didn’t 
get to play with some cool toys? So when Smith & 
Wesson offered up one of their new M&P .45s, we 
were eager to say yes. Add to that H&K's willing- 
ness to supply one of their new .45s and we were 
chomping at the bit to get to the range. And just 
then, Taurus dropped off a new stainless model of 
their new 1911. For gun guys, this was "it." 


OUT OF THE BOX 


The first thing we noticed was how each gun felt 
in our hands the moment we picked it up for the 
first time. The Taurus felt like a 1911 should, very 
slim and with classic, dare we say graceful lines. 
The H&K felt much like a Sig Sauer to us. Comfort- 
able, but not quite perfect. The Smith M&P fit our 
hands right off the bat.

Now the 1911 has a plethora of grips available to 
customize the fit. Both the H&K and the M&P had 
exchangeable back straps that came with each 
gun that could work to fit the shooter's hand. The 
standard grip on the M&P was our favorite, while 
we did swap out the H&K's grip. All three fit very 
well and we had no real complaints there. If we 
were to pick one as the best for our hands, it would 
be the Smith.

The Heckler & Koch HK45

EXTRAS AND DO-DADS 


Each gun came with two magazines, although 
the 1911 being a single-stack handgun, the ammo 
capacity is reduced. To be honest, we didn’t really 
notice all that much. We found the 1911 magazines 
to be the easier to load and the Smith’s to be the 
more difficult if we had to make a choice. 


LIGHT SHOW 


The H&K and the M&P both have a built-in tacti- 
cal rail for mounting a light or laser sight. The 1911 
didn’t, although Taurus does offer it with a tactical 
rail. We would like to play with one of those one 
of these days. For testing sake, we used Stream- 
light’s awesome TSR-2 light/laser combo. We have 
used several of these combo light/sights before 
and think this one is the slickest unit out there. Not 
too big, not too small and incredibly easy to use. 
They have more switching options than any other 
light we’ve seen either. 


SHUT UP AND PULL THE TRIGGER 


With clips loaded with Hornady TAP ammo, Ray 
Ban eye protection and Howard Leight’s awe- 
some Impact Sport ear protection, it was time to 
pull the trigger. We fired a three-shot group from 
each gun at a 15-yard target. We seemed to shoot 
about the same with the 1911 and the M&P. The 
H&K was very close though. The next volley was 
a three-shot rapid-fire test. Now the M&P and the 
H&K were almost identical, while the 1911 was 
just a hair off. The H&K's recoil reduction system 
was nice and was noticeable. It easily won the re- 
coil war. 

The Smith seemed to have the best trigger for 
us. No creep and a crisp break. The H&K has an 
excellent trigger as well, but we felt the pull was a 
little longer, and the H&K has a hammer that can 


be cocked for better trigger action in single-ac- 
tion style shooting. The Taurus 1911 has one of 
the best triggers we've used in a production 1911 
and it made us check and recheck the suggested 
retail price to see if we were reading it right. 

The day wore on; the ammo piles dwindled, and 
we were glad that recoil doesn't have a negative 
effect on us for the most part. The bottom line 
is this. If you're hoping we can say which of the 
three was the best, we can't. They were each very 
good, solid guns. Do we have a favorite? Yes, we 
are partial to the Smith M&P. But we would hap- 
pily carry either of the other two with no doubt 
whatsoever. Every round of ammo fired and hit the 
target pretty much where it was aimed. Each gun 
was flawless in action and just plain fun to shoot. 


THE LATE ENTRANTS 


After we did the initial test and the initial story was 
written, two more guns showed up on the doorstep 
that you should be aware of. Glock sent in a Model 
21 and FNH sent over one of their FNP 45s. 

The Glock 21 is, well, a Glock. Glocks are the 
original and standard of the polymer pistol crowd. 
They have a strong following and are known the 
world over for reliability and functionality. This 
handgun was no different. 

Contrary to conventional wisdom, the trigger is 
the only operating element. All three pistol safeties 
are deactivated when the trigger is pulled and au- 
tomatically activated when it is released. 

As for the finish, Glock provides their hi-tech 
surface refinement for barrel and slide. Apart from 
optimum corrosion protection and anti-reflective 
finish, a degree of hardness of 64 HRC - close to 
that of a diamond - is achieved. 

The polymer frame is corrosion resistant, tough- 
er than steel and still 8696 lighter. More than 20 
years ago, Glock pistols were the first industrially 
manufactured handguns with high-tech polymer 
frames.

It fit us 
very well and therefore shot very well. The trigger 
was superb and the gun never missed a beat, or a 
target for that matter. We ran several loads through 
it from several manufacturers and never once ex- 
perienced anything out of the ordinary. 

All five of these 45 caliber autos were top notch 
and it shows that when it comes to a .45, there 
are many great choices on the market. Get the one 
that fits you best and go to work.

We all Know Armalite as a producer of quality AR- 
15 style rifles. The firm has now become producers 
of a quality handgun, the AR-24. Resembling the

comfortable grip. | fit my hand well and | didn't feel 
cramped shooting it. Both guns feel good in the 
hand and the laser cut ebony-colored wood grips 
felt tight in either right or left hand. 

| shot both ball ammo and Winchester 115-grain 
Silver Tip ammo through the pistols and reliability 
was excellent with no jams or malfunctions. The 
gun was accurate and easy to handle with very 
little felt recoil. Slow aimed fire was accurate and 
quick defensive fire was easily controlled. Double

The triggers on these Armalite pistols were ade- 
quate. The double-action of the pistol was like most, 
heavy for the first round but then the gun fires single- 
action from then on. The Compact’s trigger was a bit 
over 5 pounds and the full size was right at 5. This is 
a good trigger for defensive purposes and my 1911 
triggers are in the 4-pound range. The triggers were 
crisp and had little creep which will do more for the 
feel of a trigger than reducing weight. The hammers 
rotated back slightly making them slightly positive 
and would be a safe carry tool. 

The safety, located right where my shooting hand 
thumb would rest, made us 1911 shooters feel at 
home. It operates similar to the 1911, down for fire 
and up for safe. | didn’t have to retrain my thumb 
like | did when we went to the Beretta. The AR-24 
doesn’t have a decock device like other double ac- 
tions, but the safety can be engaged while the ham- 
mer is cocked. Other safeties include a half cock

As for this brief evaluation, the AR-24 is a fine pis- 
tol; solid in every respect. For those who want a 9mm 
double-action auto, this gun will do everything you 
could ask of it. The lack of a decocking mechanism, 
might give some people pause, but with the safety 
locking up the whole works, even if the hammer is 
cocked, you are in a pretty good place as far as that 
goes. Accuracy is all you could ask for out of a box- 
stock gun and the functional quality is pure Armalite. 
It looks like they have a winner.

A Semi-Auto Sniper System that Rocks 


BY DAVE MORELLI 


The bolt-action rifle has traditionally been the 
base for the sniper rifle. The locking of the bolt with 
enlarged lugs perfectly fitted by a skilled craftsman 
and the rugged simplicity of the repeating system 
has made the bolt-action favored by weekend 
sportsmen and professional tactical operator. The 
semi auto, while offering a higher magazine ca- 
pacity and faster rate of fire, has always suffered 
because of the tuning of all the moving parts and 
springs that have to be kept functioning in match- 
grade condition. There also is the temptation to fall 
back on the fact that there are additional rounds 


available and not take each shot with the same 
precision as if it was the only bullet. 

Yet the semi-auto has a place in the modern 
world and the U.S. military is actively seeking to 
deploy a semi-auto sniper rifle. That military inter- 
est has prompted many manufacturers to get in the 
game and produce sniper-grade quality like the Ar- 
malite S.A.S.S. (Semi-Auto Sniper System). | tested 
one of Armalite's AR-10 .308 rifles several months 
ago and really liked the rifle. The SASS is based 
on the AR-10 lower with flat-top upper and many 
modifications.

The semi auto sniper system is definitely ac- 
curate enough to be an addition to the modern 
police tactical unit. With the additional threat that 
the police may encounter terrorist activity in the 
course of their duties, having a sniper system 
with additional firepower is an advantage. The 
semi auto has come a long way and is proving it- 
self in battle and on the street. The Armalite Super

Improves the 870

The Remington Model 870 is by far the most 
common police/defense pump shotgun still in use 
today. While it’s not new technology, it has its ad- 
vantages. 

The problem with using the shotgun for tactical 
applications is precisely what we - earlier in my ca- 
reer -- thought the advantage was. That is the am- 
munition. If you use buckshot, it's likely a pellet will 
blow free from the pattern even at distances less 
than 15 yards. That pellet is a “miss” on the range. 
On the street, in a house, in a school, that *miss" 
becomes an "unintentional hit." As we're account- 


able for every projectile that leaves the muzzle of 
the gun, that unintended hit becomes a personal 
tragedy and the highway to liability. 


FIXING THE PROBLEM 


We can horse around with ammunition. If the 
stray pellet bothers you, it's said, go to a slug. 

This single 1-ounce projectile will perforate many 
things, making it a nice ammunition item to have 
when the bad guy takes cover. Unfortunately, it can 
also penetrate things to hit innocents we can't see. 
The 12-gauge slug may also perforate the human

adversary and continue on with enough power to 
hurt someone downrange. 

There are better loads for tactical use. These in- 
clude the Remington Low Recoil line of slugs and 
buckshot as well as the Federal Tactical line and 
the CCI-Lawman brand of slugs and buckshot. 

Out of most cylinder bore barrels, the low-re- 
coil stuff throws better patterns. There is still some 
concern if the barrel isn’t properly cleaned. What’s 
the solution? 


VANG COMP SYSTEMS 


The Vang Comp barrel treatment is a product 
of years of gunsmithing experience. Hans Vang 
developed a system of lengthening the shotgun 
barrel’s forcing cone and back-boring the barrel to 
give buckshot a smooth trip to the muzzle. In addi- 
tion, he cuts compensating ports through the bar- 
rel. The porting is optimized for barrel length and 
prevents expanding gasses from blowing through 
the shot column, spoiling the pattern. Not only that, 
the Vang Comp ports reduce the more abusive 
aspects of shotgun recoil. It also tends to lessen 
muzzle flash. 

Now, that’s tactical! While there is no black bal- 
listic nylon fabric or hook-and-loop fastener fabric

in the Vang Comp barrel system, it’s as tactical as 
you can get. I’ve had experience with the system 
since the late 1990s. l've never seen a bad job 
come out of that shop. 

Apparently the Vang Comp System is finding fa- 
vor among turkey hunters as well. It’s about time 
they found out about it! Tight patterns are essential 
in that endeavor as well, along with the lessened 
kick of those long magnum turkey loads. 

Add to the improved shot patterns the fact that 
the Vang Comp System reduces muzzle rise and 
minimizes muzzle flash, and you have an essential 
component to the defensive shotgun. 

Pete Rafferty of RMP Gunworks, a graduate of 
the Colorado School of Trades, has taken in some 
Remington 870 shotguns for repair and refurbish. 
Working with Hans, RMP built a strategic business 
alliance with Vang Comp Systems. Hans Vang had 
been seeking shops to act as Vang Comp deal- 
ers and Pete Rafferty stepped up to the plate. The 
shotguns pictured in this piece are products of the 
gun mechanic's art, a true collaboration between 
Hans and Pete. 


TRANSFORMATION 


The silvery colored shotgun featured has a Vang 
Comp barrel, ghost ring sights, a new Vang 870 
safety and the new Vang stainless steel follower. 
Pete added a DuraCoat finish, Speedfeed stocks 
and a Tac Star Sidesaddle. Hans also installed 
the Remington Flexi-tab conversion to prevent 
the rounds in the magazine from jumping the shell 
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stops and tying up the gun. An authorized Reming- 
ton repair station, Vang Comp Systems has years 
of experience with the design. 

The DuraCoat finish Pete selected was the silvery 
"stainless steel" color. The effect of this coating was 
striking on a Remington 870. If a defensive situation 
occurs during hours of diminished light — like most 
of them do - there will be no doubt in the predator's 
mind that the "victim" has a fighting shotgun! 

The sights, furniture and Sidesaddle securing 
bolts are left black. The contrast is appealing.

The sights, provided by Hans Vang, are the LPA 
Precision Sights Ghost Ring sights. The large, 
thin-rimmed aperture is protected by steel ‘wings.’ 
Similarly, the post front sight is centered between 
protective steel. The front sight has a tritium vial to 
provide the shooter with a muzzle index during ad- 
verse light conditions. Both units, front and back, 
are rugged and built to withstand hard use. 

His 870 safety button is a large, round protru- 
sion. For the right-handed shooter, the trigger fin- 
ger will encounter the safety as it enters the trigger 
guard to fire. It features a positive release for the 
well-trained southpaw as well. 

The stainless steel magazine follower won’t 
break. The leader is reasonably long to help keep 


the magazine spring from kinking. 

The other shotgun pictured differs in that Pete 
installed a Surefire Weaponlight Fore-End, used 
a different color DuraCoat and put a six-position 
collapsible stock on it. 


SHOTS FIRED 


The shotguns were fired at a law enforcement 
range on a couple of different range trips. 

Our “Stainless Steel” colored example was 
tried out during preparation for a law enforcement 
agency shotgun qualification course. This course 
involved firing slugs for accuracy from 40 yards to 
20 yards and involved a buckshot course at dis- 
tances varying from 20 yards down to 10 yards. 

The first member of our test team used Reming- 
ton “Slugger” express 1-ounce slugs. He dropped 
a slug out, shooting low. He indicated that it was 
“operator error.” On the buckshot course, he used 
Federal Classic 9-pellet OO buckshot. There was 
one pellet over the shoulder of the police silhou- 
ette. All but two of the remaining 44 pellets went 
into the scoring rings of the target. This is “tacti- 
cal” or low-recoil buckshot quality with express 
buckshot power! 

Jack Morgan, an agency range-master, used 
ammo by CCI-Speer. Using their Lawman 1-ounce 
slug, Jack put the first two slugs - from 40 yards - 
almost touching in the chest! All five of the punkin 

balls went into the maximum scoring (five) ring. 

He used Lawman 8-pellet OOB to fire the buck- 
shot course. Thirty-eight of the 40 pellets went into 
the “Five” ring. The two “flyers” – if they can be 
called that — stayed inside the four-ring. This was 
impressive performance. 

| selected Winchester Ranger slugs and put all 
five inside the five-ring, though low in the scoring 
box. That's why the gun has adjustable sights! Us- 
ing Winchester buckshot, | had one pellet fly free 
of the centered pattern, still well within the silhou- 
ette. 

Since the newly renovated gun had a silvery fin- 
ish, | examined the burn pattern from the ports. 
The scorching was even, showing that the ports 
were smoothly finished and they were working as 
intended. 
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We fed the new-old 870 from the Tac-Star Side- 
saddle. Out of the shotguns | have and use, nearly 
all have the Sidesaddle. lve had no trouble with 
them and they've given me the ability to change 
ammo or to replenish the magazine as needed. I 
like them. 

The Speedfeed furniture was functional. Pete 
Rafferty got banged up a little as he was unfamil- 
iar with the short buttstock that we insisted on. 
The short stock is better for a defensive shotgun 
for reasons of stance and use of protective armor. 
Morgan and | had no trouble with the short stock. 

The second shotgun is striking in appearance. It 
features the eminently practical and well-thought 
out Surefire Weaponlight Fore-end. The six-volt 
light is controlled by a pressure pad to allow for 
momentary on-and-off, a rocker switch for con- 
stant on and a system disabling off switch.

The high output lamp provides 65 lumens output 
for an hour. This is quite a bit of light. The package 
makes lighting available without juggling a shotgun 
and a separate light. 

The RMP DuraCoat finish was a gray color with 
dark specks. Pete Rafferty even put the speckle 
coating on the protective wings of the LPA front 
sight, making for a striking appearance. 

The stock was from Advanced Technology, 
Inc. It's a collapsible, six-position “SHOTFORCE” 
branded buttstock patterned after the collapsing 
AR-15 style stock. This version is fabricated from 
a matte black glass-filled nylon material. The stock 
changes length of pull from 9-1/4 inches to 13-1/4 
inches. The included butt pad offers stability and it 
fits other makers' collapsing buttstocks. The pad 
has a checkered non-slip surface and provides air- 
cushioned recoil reduction. 

Test team member John Burghart shot Reming- 
ton Law Enforcement "Express" buckshot - the 
full-power stuff — into fist-sized patterns from about 
10 yards with the Vang Comp/RMP 870 shotgun.

Some agency shotguns are fitted with the new 
stocks to allow for adjustment between users of 
different statures. The stock is meeting with con- 
siderable success. 


TOTAL PACKAGE 
Hans’ Vang Comp System is simply superb. 
This is the fourth Vang Comp creation I’ve had the 


While at Gunsite 
in October 2003 | got to shoot a few other Vang 
shotguns and saw others in use at that facility. 

If the shotgun is there for your personal de- 
fense, Vang Comp is the way to go. | see that as 
the absolute minimum modification | would per- 
form on a defensive shotgun.

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INTRODUCTION TO 


Tactical Gear 


BY EDITORS OF GUN DIGEST 


Tactical gear is probably the least glamorous, 
but the most important, element of tactical gear in 
general. 

Only a few decades ago, tactical gear was lim- 
ited to leather holsters; khaki, canvas, denim or 
leather wear; steel body protection plates; an mili- 
tary-styled helmets. Today it’s a different pictrure 
entirely, of course. Today nylon reigns supreme as 
the material of choice for all sorts of tactical gear. 
And that perhaps deserves an explanation: 

In the following section, you will see references 
to the term “denier” (pronounced duh-neer). Denier 
is a metric measurement of the density (in casual 
terms, the thickness) of the individual nylon fiber 
that makes up a given woven nylon fabric, and it 


represents the mass per 9,000 meters of that fiber. 
Thus a “600 denier” nylon fiber is not as massive 
(thick) as a “1000-denier” fibre. Sometimes you 
will see “denier” used as just another term - as in 
“100% denier” — for what we know as good old 
nylon. 

Another term you will encounter in this section is 
"MOLLE." MOLLE is a military acronym that stands 
for "MOdular Lightweight Loading-bearing Equip- 
ment." "MOLLE generally refers to any piece of 
apparel that is designed to carry something else: 
canteens, ammunition, tools, etc. Many types of 
modern MOLLE gear incorporate the PALS (Pouch 
Attachment Ladder System) method of attachment. 
Invented and patented by United States Army 


Photo Courtesy BLACKHAWK! 
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Natick Soldier Research, Development and Engi- 
neering Center, PALS consists of webbing sewn 
onto the load-bearing equipment and correspond- 
ing webbing and straps on the attachment itself. 
The straps are interwoven between the webbing on 
each of two pieces and finally snapped into place, 
making for a very secure fit which can be easily 
detached. 

Yet another term you will encounter in this section 
is “MIL-STD.” This term refers to a specific military 
standard, and its application to a particular item 
means that that item has been built to, and pre- 
sumably meets, the military 
specification for that class 
of item. In some circles MIL- 
STD has replaced the earlier 
term “mil-spec,” which is 
verbal shorthand for “mili- 
tary specification.” 

Some of the gear includ- 
ed in this section refers to 
an ANSI standard, such as 
“ANSI Z87.1.” ANSI is an 
acronym for the American 
National Standards Institute, 
an independent standards 
organization that develops 
specifications for a variety of 
products, including eyewear. 
You will also find references 
to the H. P. White Labora- 
tories, one of the world's 


leading independent testing and 
evaluation companies. 

Note that we have tried to limit 
the following listings to those 
items that are commercially avail- 
able. In the world of tactical gear, 
many manufacturers choose not 
to make their products available 
to the general public, for what we 
hope are obvious reasons. Body 
armor and bullet-resistant hel- 
mets, for example, are generally 
not available for retail sale; man- 
ufacturers of these items usually 
choose to make them available 
only to accredited law enforcement agencies and 
the branches of the U. S. military. Buying them 
usually requires a boatload of official paperwork, 
and prices are often negotiable. For that reason, 
not all of the items listed in this section show retail 
pricing. 

It may come as a surprise to the casual reader 
that there is such a thing as tactical underwear, but 
be assured that there is. In today's red-hot tactical 
gear market, no item is so humble, so everyday, 
that it cannot be improved on!

Electronics 


BY EDITORS OF GUN DIGEST 


The most rapidly-growing area of tactical gear 
is, without a doubt, electronics. A book three times 
this size could have been written on tactical elec- 
tronics alone. 

Advancements in microcircuitry occur almost 
daily, and many of these have been directed to- 
ward tactical law enforcement. Like it or not, we 
live in the age of Big Brother, and communications 
and surveillance evices that were unheard-of 20 
years ago outside of James Bond novels are now 
commonplace. Due in part to the 9/11 attacks and 
the subsequent establishment of the Department 
of Homeland Security, with its enormous grant- 
bestowing capacity, even small, local law enforce- 
ment agencies can afford sophisticated electronics 


gear. 
Some of this gear, such as the family of Northrop 
Grummond Remotec tracked robots, have little 
practical application in the civilian sector. Other 
products, such as handheld GPS units and walk- 
ie-talkies, have been successfully marketed as 
crossovers that bridge the gap between law en- 
forcement and recreational applications. 
Traditionally, procurement at the federal and lo- 
cal levels involved reams of forms, quotations, 
estimates and all manner of bureaucracy. Today, 
however, more and more agencies make some 
allowance for OTS (off the shelf) procurement, 
which allows the military or law enforcement offi- 
cer to walk into the nearest discount store with a 
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charge card and walk out with an armload of radi- 
os, headsets or whatever. This uncharacteristically 
common-sense procurement procedure has given 
many manufacturers the incentive to cross-market 
their products to governmental agencies as well as 
civilians, often with little or no modification to the 
product itself. 

Some of the electronics gear featured in the follow- 
ing pages is just plain cool. Our favorite device may 
well be the Remington R1 Eyeball Camera, which 
is a round, grenade-like camera that can be thrown 
or rolled into a dwelling and 
gives 360-degree coverage, 
which it transmits wirelessly 
back to a video receiver. Such 
a camera has obvious offen- 
sive tactical applications, but 
it could also come in handy 
during rescue operations, 
such as those that took place 
at Ground Zero. 

Another favorite is the Re- 
con Scout Robot. This little 
remote-video device looks 
something like a small bar- 
bell with an antenna on it, 
and it operates something 
like a common remote-con- 
trolled race car. But the Re- 
con Scout is no toy! As it 
scooted around the tactical 


hall at the 2008 SHOT Show, 
we watched as а 300-Ib. man 
accidentally stepped on it. 
We awaited the inevitable 
sickening crack – but it never 
came! The Recon Scout went 
merrily about its business of 
impressing showgoers, and 
we were suitably impressed. 

Then there’s the Rotomo- 
tion SR200 UAV Helicopter 
System. This is perhaps the 
ultimate eye in the sky, but 
it’s not that far removed from 
products that are already 
available in hobby shops across the country. 

In the following pges, we have not included com- 
puters, PDAs, digital cameras, and other items that 
are overwhelmingly commercial in nature. These 
items have practical applications, of course, but 
they are not energetically marketed toward the 
tactical community — a primary requirement for 
inclusion in this book. Of course, anything from a 
wristwatch to a toenail clipper — or even a ladder! 
- can be considered a tactical tool, depending on 
its application.

When | was asked to review the Little Giant® 
Brand Tactical Ladder System, | was somewhat 
under-whelmed. After all, a ladder can't shoot, 
blow things up, or be carried readily as a basic 
part of your "kit" or equipment load. | mean, how 
exciting can that be? 
Then | caught myself in 
mid-error. | was in the 
final preparation and 
planning stages for 
our first Advanced Tu- 
bular Assault Class at 
our 727 Counter Terror 
Training Unit at Colum- 
bus State Community 
College. We would be 
training SWAT officers 
in advanced tubu- 
lar assault tactics on 
the platforms of bus, 
train and aircraft, and 
we would be needing, 
guess what, ladders. 
Plus...| had a couple 
of Patriot 3's Ballistic 
Ladder Shields com- 


ing in to use for the bus assault anyway. Why not 
evaluate them together? My error-ridden thought 
process had been corrected. 

In order to begin the process, | contacted Mark 
Anderton at Little Giant& Ladders. Mark, a former 
operator himself, developed the tactical version of 
the Model 17 Little Giant® Ladder System, a brand 
and style of ladder well known to builders, contrac- 
tors and the “do-it-your-selfer” across the U.S. This 
versatile system allows an almost infinite variety of 
ladder positions: closed, A-frame, staircase, full 
extension, work platform, and with two ladders, a 
scaffolding trestle position. The Tactical model we 
received has a closed or storage position length of 


4 feet, 7 inches and an extension length of up to 
15 feet. 

There are so many potential applications for this 
ladder system in the tactical world, particularly in 
the assault training that we are doing at 727-CTTU. 
The beauty of the Little Giant® system is that it 
is long proven in the hard-use world of construc- 
tion. It is not a new design or even a huge variation 
on another design. It simply works well and works 
rapidly. In fact the design is so good, it looks like 
all Little Giant® did to create a tactical model is 
paint the original black. Don’t laugh; that was all it 
needed, and what did you want to do, leave it in its 
bright aluminum and orange colors for your opera- 
tions? The finish, by the way, is not simple paint. It 
is a hard protective finish. Be that as it may, some- 
times, painting something black (which for some 
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manufacturers is an easy way to 
market products that may not be 
up to the task) doesn’t make it 
tactical. In the case of this ladder 
system, it was ready to go from 
the start, painting it black was just 
the final touch. One thing | would 
suggest, since many teams are 
moving away from black coloring 
in their uniforms and gear (since 
black is visible in Gen 3 night vi- 
sion as an iridescent sheen), how 
about a digital camo pattern such 
as the standard army version, or 
even a desert tan? 

Our combined tactical team of 
the Union County, Ohio, Sheriff’s 
Office and the Marysville City 
Police Department has worked 
with a specialized “tactical” lad- 
der system the city purchased 
some time ago, and let me tell 
you, that thing is an abomination 
to use. While it offers a variety of 
positions, getting it there is no 
small feat, and getting it back to 
its original position is an exercise 
in frustration, usually requiring a 
hammer to undo its complicated 
system of positioning pins. And it 
was hugely expensive to boot. The Little Giant® 
Tactical Ladder moves rapidly through the basic 
positions simply by pulling out captive spring-load- 
ed “lock tab assemblies” (I called them “hooks”) 
and by unlocking and locking knobbed hinges. 

The ladders were given a workout in the first 
class. We used them in full-extension mode to 
practice our wing mount positions onto our Boeing 
727. The lock tab assemblies, when put into place 
properly (very easily done) hold the ladders in po- 
sition as a solid span. Officers quickly and easily 
used the ladders almost as stair steps to breach 
the wings. In its storage position, the ladder could 
be hastily deployed on the side of a school or tran- 
sit bus for driver's side containment positions. For 
total stability, the ladder could be opened into their

A-frame position for the bus assault. However, this 
would require carrying them in that configuration. 
They can be opened quickly, but not that quickly, 
which makes them too easy to trip over. But for 
a long-term elevated cover position, the A-frame 
provides unsurpassed stability, and because the 
length of the ladder can be adjusted at both ends 
unlike your typical extension ladder, one side can 
be longer than the other, allowing you to position 
the ladder on surfaces with unequal heights, such 
as stairways. By using a second ladder and the op- 
tional work platforms, an elevated sniper or obser- 
vation post could be put into place, behind a large 
wall for example. Anderton told me that they have 
also developed a quick-release carry strap for the 
ladders while in their storage position. This strap 
system would allow the bearer to have at least a 
handgun available. If you had a team moving in on 
a bus, train or aircraft, and that team had to retreat 
quickly, the ladder carrier could quickly drop the 
ladder, allowing him a quicker exit from the dan-

ger zone. The quick-release carry system was not 
available at the time of this evaluation. The Little 
Giant® Tactical Ladder received high marks from 
the operators in the class. 

Much more mission specialized is the Patriot 3™ 
(makers of the RAID and MARS elevated assault 
systems) ballistic LadderShield. The LadderShield 
is designed specifically for bus assaults or assaults 
on buildings where a window has to be covered, but 
is too high off the ground to cover from a standing 
position. The ballistic shielding component provides 
protection for the most vulnerable members of the 
team, those who have to carry and place ladders. 
| received a sample, two actually, of the training 


model of their Ladder Shields. The training model 
is non-ballistic, and so-marked, but replicates the 
size and weight of the ballistic model. The training 
model replicated the NIJ-3A model of the ballistic 
model and is 2 feet by 4 feet, and weighs in at a 
manageable 31 pounds. Patriot 3™ also makes a 
NIJ-3 Variant that weighs 75 pounds, and a larger 
NIJ-3&4 model that weighs in at 110 pounds in NIJ 
Level 3 and 207 pounds at NIJ Level 4. Both those 
models have wheels at the base, which is good 
since you would need your beefiest guy to rapidly 
sling either of those shields around. The model NIJ- 
3&4 both feature retractable ladders that can be 
moved and angled away from the shield. The rungs 
of the NIJ 3A and 3 shields are fixed as a compo- 
nent ladder on both models and the sample model 
had 4 rungs evenly spaced inside the shield. They 
are positioned to also serve as the carry handles. 
There is the standard Lexan viewing port, rubber 
capped extensions at the top of the shield for non- 
slip placement against the surface to be breached,

and pointed anchoring feet (stainless steel spikes 
actually) for a solid hold on the ground (particularly 
in dirt or asphalt). 

In making a stacked approach to a bus for exam- 
ple, the shield bearer will use the shield for over on 
approach, place and stabilize the shield, and hold 
it while the assaulter ascends the rungs. Once up, 
the ladder holder will brace the assaulter in a stabi- 
lizing position from below. This deployment method 
is very rapid, faster than with a standard ladder, as 
the carrying position is very natural. Tactical Team 
members usually are more accustomed to carrying 
and using shields than ladders. The shields anchor 
quite firmly. However on a bus assault, their height, 
which is that of a standard ballistic shield, does 
not allow solid placement in the bus wheel well. 
The rubber extensions end up resting against the 
round surface of the tire, and some stability is lost. 
This is no problem really, just something to keep in 
mind when placing the shields. Don’t use the wheel 
wells as your breaching area. The LadderShields 
can be used in other applications besides bus as- 
sault, and could fulfill most standard shield mis- 
sions, while giving the added bonus of providing 
an emergency ladder if needed. This is important 
for team commanders to realize, that the Ladder- 
Shield, while designed for the bus assault mission, 


is more versatile than it appears on its face, and 
can accomplish the basic shield mission as well as 
the specialized mission. 

| was very happy with the performance of both 
the Little Giant ® Tactical Ladders and the Patri- 
ot 3™ Ladder shield during our training program. 
While the uses for each system sometimes over- 
lap, there are specific uses where one system will 
excel over the other. Obviously, the Tactical Ladder 
is the more versatile of the two. If | worked for an 
agency with limited funding, and needed a way to 
breach elevated areas, | would clearly choose the 
Little Giant® Tactical Ladders as a basic part of my 
tool kit. If | had the basic ladder needs already cov- 
ered, and was looking for a ballistic shield system 
with a high level of versatility, | would go with the 
Patriot 3 Ladder Shields. In either case, | would be 
making an excellent choice.
